MOSCOW, May 19, (Agencies): The United States and 
tbe Soviet Union clinched a series of important disar- 
mament accords today including agreement on the major 
points of a treaty to limit long-range nuclear anns. 

Secretary of Slate J antes Baker told a news conference after 
four days of talks with Soviet leaders that they had rea ched 
substantive agreement on a strategic anns reduction treaty 
(Start), a chemical weapons accord and two nudear testing 
treaties. 

Baker made it clear, however, that President Bush and 
Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev will not be able to sign 
t he st raiegic arms red uction treaty, or Start accord, when they 
mect-May 30 to June 3.

Israel won’t strike first 

Focus on peace-making bids with Arabs 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. May. 19, (Agencies): Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir's spokesman said today that Israel sought to "reach 
out and change its relationship, ” with Arab counlriesand confirmed 
the government had a policy against starting any wars. 

; Bnt spokesman Avi Pazner declined to deny or confirm reports today 
from Cairo that Israel bad recently assured Egypt it would never launch 
a first strike against a neighbour Arab state. 

The reports came, as Israel's right-wing leaders appeared to be 


shi f Ling their focus on peace efforts from moving toward dialogue with 
Palestinians to peace-making attempts with Arab countries. 

Egypt is the only Arab country to nave a peace treaty with the Jewish 
slate which was signed in March 1979. Other Arab slates, notably, 
Syria, Jordan, Saudi Arabia and Iraq, have been at war with Israel since 
the country was established in 1948. 

Pazner, reached by telephone, said, “It is our longstanding policy for 
the last 42 years, since Israel’s founding, never to attack an Arab state.”

CID men nab airport cop on bribes charge

SECURITY, personnel of the Criminal investigation 
Department (CID) apprehended a policeman (corporal) 
identified as F-M.A working at Kuwait International 
Airport on.charges of accepting bribes from violators of 
the residence permits in' return for stamping ihnr pass- 
ports to leave the country .without having paid their fines. 

According to police sources fines in some instances 
exceeded KD1.00Q and the poEconan is alleged to have- 
been taking KD3Q0 each from violators to fadhlale their 
leaving the country without paying the legal fine. 


- Acting on a tip, CID men had kept the suspect under 
surveillance and on the day of arrest, noted that a Pak istani 
traveller about to leave the country, handed a sum of 
KD300 to the accused who deposited the money in his car 
and returned with the Pakistani to have his passport 
stamped. 

After he had processed (he Pakistani's formalities, CID 
swooped on the duo and apprehended both. 

Investigations on the involvement of the accused into a 
number of similar incidents arc under way. 


“Israel has peaceful intentions 
toward its neighbours and would like 
to be able to reach out and change the 
relationship between us and our 
neighbours,” Pazner added. 

Officials explained that past Isaeli 
strikes at Arab targets, such as a 1981 
bombing of an Iraqi nudear reactor 
and a 1982 invasion of Lebanon, 
were only fn response to Arab 
military action. 

Government press office director 
Yosri Ofnjert also indicated Israel 
planned no preemptive military 
moves. Arab concerns about this 
possibility followed an Israeli outcry 
over Iraqi threats last, March to use 


Baker also announced major progress on a separate 
agreement that would virtually eliminate the two superp- 
owers* stockpiles of chemical weapons, saying Bush and 
Gorbachev would likely sign the treaty in Wai&hington. 

That accord would ban all production, mandate immediate 
destruction of 80 per cent of existing chemical weapons and 
require the destruction of all but two per cent within eight 
years. 

Baker said he and Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard Shevar- 
dnadze had reached agreement on protocols for limiting 
nuclear tests, which he said would be signed as well ai the 
superpower summit. 

“I think our discussions have 
resulted in some real accomplish- 
ments and the progress we have made 
here makes me optimistic that we will 
have a productive summit in W ashin- 
gton." Baker said. 

Bush and Gorbachev set a goal at 
their Iasi meeting in Malta in Decem- 
ber of reaching a Start agreement in 
time for their Washington summit 
beginning on May 30. 

Shevardnadze told a news con- 
ference immediately after Baker's 
(hat the success of Gorbachev's visit 
to the United States was now 
assured. 

“It is our intention now that dur- 
ing the summit some useful 
agreements will be signed and some 
major accords wfll be made public,” 
he said. 

“The core will be a statement by 
the two presidents that agreement 
has been reached on the radical 
reduction of nuclear arms.” 

He said the actual treaty should be 
ready for signature by the end of the 
year but in the US city of Houston 
Bush told reporters that the Soviet 
Union had to make more conces- 
sions to ensure the treaty could be 
signed. 

“We want the Gorbachev summit 
to be a successful one,” he said. “It is 
going lo take some give on the Soviet 
side in my view.” 

The two sides bad settled many 
disputed issues in connection with 
Start, particularly limits on air- and 
sea-launched cruise missiles, but 
some outstanding questions still had 
to be resolved. 

“On Start, our goal has been to 
reach agreement on tbe major sub- 
stantive issues by the summit and we 
are now in a position to do so.” he 
said. 

The superpowers had com- 
promised on two of the “most vexing 
problems” in Start, the air-launched 
and sea-launched cruise missDef- 
Baker said Moscow and Washing- 
ton had also achieved a "trail blazing 
agreement” on chemical weapons 
under which both sides would ceas e 
production immediately and destroy 
80 per cent of their stocks over a 
number of years. 

On sea-launched missiles, the two 
sides had agreed to a binding limit of 
880 each — to be noted in a 
politically-binding declaration as an 
annex to the agreement. 

The United States now has only 
about 300 missiles of this kind and 
never planned to build more than 
about 760 so the Jimit of 880 would 
give Washington tbe right to deploy 
more than it intended. 

On air-launched missiles, the 
United States accepted the range 
limit of 600 km (375 miles) sought by 
Moscow instead of the 800 km (500 
miles) it bad wanted.

Mena also said that Israel was keen 
to continue tbe Middle East peace 
process begun with Egypt. But it 
failed to mention specifically 
whether Israeli caretaker Premier 
Yitzhak Shamir had abandoned 
previous reservations about a US- 
sponsored plan that would envisage 
Israeli- Palestinian talks. 

The agency tbe assurances 
were received during recent contacts 
between Egypt and Israel, but gave 
no further details. 

Cairo-based Western diplomats 
said it was too early to judge the 
significance of the report. 

■ The Israeli army blocked access 
to two West Bank campuses today to 
prevent protests at Israel's continued 
closure of Arab universities and 
colleges, security sources said.

Benazir rules out war 

Meeting with US envoys in Pakistan 

SANAA, May 19, (Agencies): Pakistani Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto arrived today on the fifth stop of a 
tour aimed at gatheringsupport for her country in a dispu te with India over the troubled Kashmir province. 

Bhutto flew in from Jordan where she told a news conference that Pakistan will not take military action 
against India over Kashmir province. 

“The situation in Indian-held Kashmir is one of great pain and tragedy. A reign of terror has been 
unleashed on men, women and children,” Bhutto said on arrival in Sanaa. 

She was welcomed at the airport by North Yemeni Prime Minister Abdul Aziz Abdulghani. 

Yemeni officials said Bhutto would hold talks first with prime minister and later with President Col Ali 
Abdullah Saleh. 

“Tbe problem of Kashmir is 
rooted in the history and denial of the 
right of self-determination 
Bhutto said. 

She said she would have discus- 
sions with North Yemeni leaders on 
Kashmir, regional and bilateral 
issues and the two countries' growing 


Subcontinent 
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co-operation and friendship. 

She expressed hope that reunifica- 
tion between South and North 
Yemen would be completed soon. 

There also were reports that she 
may meet with two envoys of US 
President George Bush while in 
Sanaa. 

The US embassy in Islamabad said 
Deputy National Security Advisor 
Robert Gates and John Kelly, 
Undersecretary of State for Near 
Eastern Affairs, will try to see her in 
North Yemen before flying to Pakis- 
tan. 

But asked about these reports 
while she was in Amman, Bhutto said 
only that she would meet Kelly on her 
return home because his schedule 
conflicted with hers. She made no 
mention of Gates. 

She bera ted New Del hi for increas- 
ing tension by deploying troops on 
the Indo- Pakistani border, and criti- 
cised India's refusal to enter into 
peace talks with Pakistan. 

“We do not seek a military con- 
frontation and ue are prepared to 
seek means and ways to prevent a 
military confrontation with India,” 
Bhutto told a news conference before 
departing for Sanaa 

“We have suggested to the Indian 
government a redeployment of 
troops because we are not interested 
in building up any tension like other 
parties.” the prime minister said in 
Amman. 

“We had two earlier conflicts with 
India on Kashmir and these two con- 
flicts did not lead to any solution. 
Therefore a third conflict will not 
lead to any solution either. 

“Pakistan is in a position of defen- 
ding itself (against any Indian 
attack),” Bhutto told reporters. 

"But we believe peace is a cause for 
which the governments of India and 
Pakistan must dedicate themselves.*' 


Ceausescu graves discovered 


BUCHAREST, May 19. (Reuter): 
Executed Romanian dictator 
Nicolae Ceausescu and his wife 
Elena are buried under scruffy 
wooden crosses about 20 metres 
(yards) apart in a Bucharest 
graveyard. 

Reporters found the graves today 
at the Gheoeea cemetery in Western 
Bucharest after talking to frightened 
graveyard workers. 

Government officials told repor- 
ters the cemetery was the final resting 
place of the Ceausescus. executed by 
tiring squad on Dec 2S and buried in 
secret under false names five days 
later for fear that thetr graves would 
be desecrated. 

“Col (R) Popa Dan 1920-1989“ » 
the sole inscription on the cross 
marking tbe grave of tbe despised 
dictator, overthrown on Dec 22.

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THE Ministry of Social Affairs and Labour has begun 
implementing a new system to recruit labour. Businessmen are 
now required to submit a bank guarantee of KD250 for each 
worker they hire. This would req ui reacompany employing 1 .000 
workers to submit a guarantee of a quarter million Kuwaiti 
dinars: (the deposit) would be frozen for three years. 

This is certainly costly for the companies. If the company does 
not mortgage assets or submits a guarantee for a similar sum. the 
local banking system does not allow for the issuance of guaran- 
tees for a three-year period. 

The ministry says the cash deposit is a security protecting the 
rights oflabourers in case ofa dispute with the employer. Indeed, 
this isa good measure. But will a company have a dispute with all 
its 1 ,000 workers at the same time? 

It is unlikely that a company would be in dispute with all its 
workers at the same lime. There may be a dispute between 10 or 
20 workers and the company management If the company 
cannot be in dispute with all its workers at the same time, it would 
be belter if the ministry can fix the security deposit between 
KD2.000 and KD5,000. 

The KD250 deposit for each worker is certainly a big sum and 
burdens the companies. We hope the Minister of Social Affairs 
and Labour would review this decision. He is known as a man 
who heeds the words of reason.

American troops and - hundreds 
of US civilian workers in the 
Philippines will receive danger 
pay increases immediately, the 
Department of Defence said 
today. 

The increases, which foUow 
threats by communist guerrillas 
against Americans in that coun- 
try- represent an additional 15 
per cent of basic salary for US 
civilian employees and Si 10 per 
month for all military personnel. 

Two US airmen were shot to 
death in the Philippines last Sun- 
day, one day before US and 
Philippine negotiators opened 
exploratory talks on the future of 
Clark Air Base and Subic Bay 
Navy Base. 

No group claimed respon- 
sibility, but the communist New 
People's Army has vowed to 
increase attacks against 
Americans in an attempt to force 
the United States to pull its 
military forces out of the Philip- 
pines . 

“The Department of Defence 
has designated the Philippines as 
an area of imminent danger for 
special pay purposes because of 
thecurrent unslableconditions," 
the Pentagon said in a brief 
statement. 

There are 14,745 military per- 
sonnel and 1355 US civilians 
working for the Pentagon in the 
Philippines.

At IS. she gave up formal schooling to 
attend theatrical workshops between per- 
formance with repertory com panic# in plays 
or musicals in London or on tour. 

While still in her teens, she signed her first 
movie contract with the J. Arthur Rank 
Organisation and made her film debut m 
‘Oh, Rosalinda* with Sir Michael Redgrave. 

She also starred in Twice, Around the 


Daffodils” and “Jungle Street,” the latter 
with David McCall um, who she had 


with David M 
married. 


At the end of her contract with Rank. 
Ireland and McCall ura went to Hollywood 
in 1962 and she made ber American telev- 
ision debut in an episode of the "Ben Casey” 
series. 

Ireland and McCallum divorced in 1967. 
A year later she married Bronson and went 
on to work with her new husband in more 
than u dozen films, including "From Noon 
Till Three," "The Valachi Papers." "Break- 
heart Pass” "Somewhere Behind the Door” 
and “Hard 'nates.” 

Her last movie, also with Bronson, was 
“ Assassination," a 1 987 feature in which she 
played the wife of a US president. 

In the early years ofher marriage to super- 
star Bronson. Ireland abandoned ber solo 


acting career to work only with her husband 
in order to keep the family together. 

She and Bronson often took their seven 
children with them to film locations through 
the United States and abroad, where the 
actors found larger audiences than in the 
States. 

The actress also stepped behind the scenes 
to co-produce a number of Bronson's 
movies, including The Evil that Men Do” 
and “Murphy’s Law.” 

Ireland was an award-winning horse- 
woman who competed in hunting and jump- 
ing shows around the country. For the past 
dozen years she owned and operated 
Zu leik a Farm East on the couple's 500-acre 
property in Vermont, and Zuleika Farm 


West, in Malibu, for training hunting and 
jumping horses and their riders. 

Her two autobiographical books. "Life 
Wish,” dealing with her battle with cancer, 
and "Life Lines," about ber adopted son 
Jason McCall urn’s drug addiction, became 
best-sellers. 

Last November, Ireland had to face Jason

invasion and has been transformed into a luxury home is for sale. 

The real estate company Knight Frank and RutJey handling the deal 
said yesterday that the seller, property developer Roger Penfold, is 
asking £5.75 mflEon (S9.7 million). 

The property, called No Man's Land Fort, is three miles (4.8 
kilometres) off Portsmouth, in the Solent Seaway between the coast and 
the Isle of Weight. 70 miles (112 kilometres) southwest of London. 

The Fort, measuring three-quarters of an acre (0.3 hectares), was built 
to house 400 sokfiereand 49 guns each weighing 70 tonnes. Construction 
began in 1860. 

It was designed to defend against invasion by the French under 
Emperor Napoleon HI, the nephew of Emperor Napoleon Bonaparte 
wbo died in 1821. 

The invasion never occurred and the circular, armour-plated stone 
fort fefl into disuse and dereliction. 

Penfold. 44. bought it from the Ministry of Defence for an estimated 
£300,000 (5507.000) in 1986 and spent 2 1/2 years convening itinto a 
luxury home. 

The walls are 23 feet (7 metres) thick and stand 60 feel (18 metres) 
above the waves. Each of the armoured iron plates which clad thcoutsidc 
measures 100 square feet (9.2 square metres) and weighs 18 tonnes.

BOGOTA, May 19, (Reuter): 
Colombian drug traffickers 
appear to be extending a bomb- 
ing campaign as presidential 
elections near that mil decide the 
future of the country's tough 
anti-drug policy. 

A car bomb exploded outside a 
shoppin g centre in the Caribbean 
resort ofCartagena on Thursday 
night, injuring 38 people, des- 
troying several cars and damag- 
ing dozens of shops in a wealthy 
tourist area. 

It was the fourth car bomb in 
six days. Three bombs exploded 
in crowded areas of Bogota and 
Cali last Saturday , killing 27 peo- 
ple and injuring scores. 

Authorities blame the bombs 
on drug barons, who have waged 
war on the state since August 
when the government launched a 
head-on assault against cocaine 
traffickers. 

An unknown group calling 
itself the Gomez Rata martyrs 
said it planted the Cartagena 
bomb on behalf of the Extradita- 
bles, top drug barons wanted in 
the United States. 

The blast was another blow to 
Cartagena's tourist trade, just 
beginning to recover after a 
bomb exploded at a hotel there in 
September, killing two people. 

The bomb exploded 10 days 
before Colombians vote in May 
27 presidential elections that will 
decide the future of President 
Virgilio Barco’s tough anti-drug 
policy. 

Ruling Liberal Party can- 
didate Cesar Gaviria will push on 
with the drug war but all other 
candidates have said they would 
seek alternatives. 

Some Western diplomats say 
the drug traffickers are planting 
the bombs to intimidate voters to 
turn against Gaviria, favoured to 
win the polls, and to vote for 
other candidates who take a sof- 
ter line towards them. 

Thecampaign for the elections 
entered its final days in a siege- 
like atmosphere. After the mur- 
der of three presidential hopefuls 
in nine months, most candidates 
have retreated to the safety of 
television studios, making few 
public appearances. 

Gaviria proposed yesterday 
that the government use assets 
seized from drug traffickers to 
compensate victims of drug 
violence.

President George Bush 
requested the foreign aid months 
ago, and he stepped up his cam- 
paign for the money this week 
with a public call for the Con- 
gress to delay its planned 
Memorial Day holiday if the bill 
is not finished. 

Members of a conference 
working out the differences bet- 
ween the House and Senate sup- 
plemental spending bills have 
agreed on all new spendingin the 
legislation. They were to com- 
plete their agreement yesterday 
by specifying the defence cuts 
that will offset the non-man- 
datory spending in the bill.

Scientists melding cells in effort to battle cancer

TOKYO, May 1 9, (AP): Scientists are melding thecells of mice and men 
in their search for ways to combat cancer. 


Newly developed cells that are basically human but also have a 
snetic factor extracted from mice can deactivate the mechanisms in 


genetic factor extracted from mice can deactivate the mechanisms in 
cancer cells that make them resistant to chemotherapy, Takashi 
Tsuruo, professor of applied microbiology at the University of Tokyo, 
reported at a conference in Tokyo. 

Cancer cells, like viruses, tend to develop a resistance to certain drugs 
used to kill them. Resistant cancer cells also become immune to 
alternative drugs, malping effective treatment more difficult. 


Research results presented at the May 10-1 1 conference organised by 
the Japan Foundation for Cancer Research focused on progress in 
ways to overcome this resistance. 

Genetic therapy and other biochemical techniques can be used to 
disarm cancer cells' defences while strengthening a patient's immune 
system, said Tsuruo, who also is chief researcher at the cancer chemoth- 
erapy centre at the Japanese Foundation for Cancer Research. 


One new genetic technique involves injecting drug-resistant human 
cancer cells into a mouse. i 




Measles epidemic 

WASHINGTON, May 19, 
(Kuna): The number of cases of 
measles in the United States — 
already up 48 percent over the last 
year — is still rising at a fast and 
dangerous rate, according to 
American health officials. 

Dr William Roper, director of 
the Centres for Disease Control in 
Atlanta said that so far this year, 
there have been 5,858 cases of mea- 
sles, with 44 deaths reported in 
1989 m total. Last year was the 
worst in a decade with 17,850. 

According to Roper, the hardest 
hit are usually the inner-city chil- 
dren, who axe the least likely to be 
vaccinated. . 

Children are routinely vaccin- 
ated at 1 5 months and must show a 
certificate of vaccination to enter 
kindergarten. 

But about one fourth of pre- 
schoolers are unvaccinated, accor- 
ding to the Centres for Disease 
Control and immunization rates 
have dropped from 64 per cent in 
1980 to about 47 per cent last year 
in the United States. 

Measles mainly affects children, 
causing redspots and flue-like sym- 
ptoms. But it also can cause 
pneumonia, encephalitis and 
death, as well as hearing loss and 
impotence in adults. 

But once a child gets measles, he 
or she cannot get it again, accord- 
ing to Roper.

Altitude sickness 


Could be fatal 


KEYSTONE, Colorado, May 19, (AP): Altitude sickness afflicts one of 
four visitors to Colorado’s mountains with effects ranging from nausea 
and headaches to death, according to a new study. 

One victim was Howard Shapiro, a 40-year-old New York City lawyer. 
He Qerw to Denver one day in February and drove to this rocky mountain 
ski resort above 9,000 feet (2,745 metres) altitude. 

“I became very dizzy, lightheaded. At the onset I was short ofbreath, but 
that seemed to abatepretty quickly. The headache wentfiromnrildto'sevcte 
... and then the constant vomiting,” Shapiro said. 

“ At some point in time, dying seemed the lesser of two evils,” he said. 

In themorning, at the resort's Snake River health ce nt re, he was asked to 
participate m an e x pe ri mental programme. He was placed in a red gamow 
bag, which resembles a backpacker's tube tent. Air pressure in the bag is 
increased. 

“We take him down to higher pressure and lower altitude. It’s a 
simulated drop from Keystone’s 9,300 feet to about 4,300 feet,” or a drop 
from the 2,836-km level to 1.310 metres, said University of Colorado 
graduate student Jim Kaac, who is involved in the study by the Colorado 
altitude research institute based at the dmic.

WASHINGTON, May 19, ( UPI): Scientists believe 
they have found evidence that shows a giant asteroid 
or comet thought to have destroyed dinosaurs 65 
million years ago may have struck earth in the 
Caribbean Sea, n was reported. 

The asteroid, believed to have been about 6 miles 
(9 km) in diameire, appears to have struck earth near 
the region where North and South America connect, 
researchers said in a study published yesterday m the 
journal Science. 

Alan Hildebrand and William Boynton of the 
University of Arizona at Tucson bared their con- 
clusions on. a study of sediment deposits and other 
geological features in the Colombian basin of the 

Caribbean sea. 

Beneath the sea floor, the scientists Found 
evidence of a 1 80-miIe-diaraetre (290-km -diameire) 
structure that appears to be a crater of the size that 
could have been caused by an asteroid 6 miles (9 km) 
in diameire. 


In addition, they discovered thick sediments in 
Cuba that look like deposits of a grant wave, 
produced by an asteroid crashing into nearby ocean 
water.

GENEVA. May 19. (Kuna): 
Smoking kills over half a million 
women each year in the indus- 
trialised world and is also an 
increasingly important cause of 
ill-health among women in 
developing countries, says a 
World Health Organisation 
(WHO) publication, “World 
Health.'* 

The authors of the article deal- 
ing with women and tobacco 
note that despite alarming statis- 
tics. the scale of the threat that 
smoking poses to women's 
health has received JitlJe atten- 
tion since smoking is still seen by 
many as a male problem because 
they were the first to take up the 
habit and first to suffer its ill 
effects. 

This is no longer the case. 
Women who smoke like men will 
die like men.' observes Dr 
Amanda Amos, lecturer in 
health education at the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh and Dr Claire 
Chollat-Traquet, a scientist with 
the tobacco health programme 
of WHO. 

A recent WHO consultation 
commission on the statistics 
aspects of tobacco-related mor- 


tality concluded the toll that can 
be attributed to smoking 
throughout the world is 2.7 
million deaths per year. 

It also predicted that, if 
current patterns of cigarette 
smoking continue unchanged, 
the global death toll from 
tobacco by the year 2025 may 
increase to eight million 
per year — a large proportion 
will be amongst women. 

In industrialised countries, 
WHO estimates that smoking 
rates amongst men and women 
are very similar at around 30 per 
cent, in a large number of 
developed countries, smoking is 
now more common among teen- 
age girls than boys. 


Japan, Norway, Poland. Sweden 
and the United Kingdom. They 
have increased by more than 200 
per cent in Australia, Denmark 
and New Zealand and have 
increased by more than 300 per 
cent in Canada and the United 
States. 

The co-authors of the article 
point out that there are 
dramatically increasing trends in 
respiratory cancer among 
women in developed countries, 
and the casual relationship of 
smoking to lung cancer is very 
clear.

Since bone marrow is the 
source of while blood cells, a key 
factor in the body's immune sys- 
tem, quick replacement of the 
destroyed cells is necessary to 
prevent infection.

On current 
trends, some 20 to 25 per cent of 
women who smoke will die from 
the habit and one in three deaths 
will be among women under 6S 
years old. 

Over the last 20 years, death 
rates in women from lung cancer

DOUGLAS; Arizona, May 19 , 
(Reuter): United / States cus- 
toms officials said yesterday 
they had uncovered a highly- 
sophisticated tunnel, described 
as something out of a spy 
movie, used by drug smugglers 
to cany thousands of pounds 
(kilos) of cocaine across the 
US-Mexico border. 

. The tunnel, more than 200 
feet long (60 metres), resem- 
bled “something out of a James 
Bond movie — ■ it’s just 
unbelievable'" said Thomas 
McDermott, US customs 
special agent in Douglas. 

Customs’ officials said they 
discovered the well-equipped, 
tunnel -..connecting a luxury 
house in Agua Prieta, Mexico, 
with a warehouse just across 
the borderin Douglas on Thur- 
sday night. 

The runnel’s US opening is 
hidden under a pool table and 
covered with a hydraulically- 
lifted concrete slab in the ware- 
house floor, agents said. 

The five-foot-high' (J.5 
metres), reinforced concrete 
tunnel was equipped with elec- 
trical otitkiis ana lights and had 
side rooms large enough to 
hold several tonnes of cocaine, 
they said.

New York mayor Dinkins appeals for calm 


NEW. YORK, May 19, (Agencies): Mayor David Dinkins appealed for 
calm after demonstrators, enraged by the murder acquittal of a white 
youth accused of leading a mob that shot dead a black teenager, 
threatened to lake the law into their own hands. 

Ext ra. police were mobilised when 200 black demonstrators marched 
around the courthouse, broke bottles, burned a flag, overturned police 
barricades and shouted: “We're going to Bensonhurst to burn it down. 
Bum. baby, bum.”

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Soviet-America police officers exchange 


NEW YORK, May 19, (AP): 
Thirteen Moscow police officers 
arrived here yesterday for a week - 
of visits to US police depart- 
ments in what is being called the 
first law enforcement exchange, 
with the Soviets. 

“The programmes set up for 
them are fuetty inclusive: Drugs, 
canine units, all the equipment, 
ballistics, courtrooms, jails, 
crime labs,” said Cynthia Dick- 
stein, president of the Organisa- 
tion for America-Soviet Exchan- 
ges, a private, non-profit agency 
that arranged the visit. 

. The Soviet men, who will stay 
in the homes of local police, will 
visit police departments in 
Albany, Amsterdam and Roche- 
ster in upstate New York; New 
London. Connecticut; Deland, 
Florida; and Larkspur, Califor- 
nia. 


Eight were scheduled to stay 
overnight in New York and do 


some sightseeing before being 
driven to their destinations. The 
two heading for Florida and 
California were scheduled to 
catch connecting flights from 
New York. 

This fall, 13 US officers will 
make similar visit to the Soviet 
Union. 

The Soviets, age 27 to 45, hold 
executive positions in what 
.amounts to the Moscow bureau 
of the Soviet National Police 
Force.

The mob thought the blacks 
were going to a birthday party 
given by an 18-year-old former 
girlfriend of Mondrilo's. 

On Thursday, the accused trig- 
german in the attack, Joseph 
Faina, was found guilty of mur- 
der. 

On Friday night, dozens of 
Macks led by Mack activist A1 
Sharpton marched to Hawkins* 
home in the mostly black east 
New York section of Brooklyn, 
shouting “Yusuf, Yusuf.’ and 
vowing to take the law in their 
own hands. 

They punched reporters and 
broke the windscreens of vans 
used by television crews. 

Although Mondello was 
acquitted of murder and man- 
slaughter. he was convicted of 
taking pan in a riot and illegally 
detaining his victim.

He was referring to the planned 
spacewalk to make repairs to protec- 
tive insulation blankets that were 
partly torn from the Soyuz craft 
when it was launched. 

Oberg said he believed the Soyuz 
craft could successfully return to 
earth without repairs. 

“I’d fly it as is,” be said. "I'd let my 
son fly it." 

John Pike, director of the space 
policy project at the Federation of 
American Scientists, also said there 
was no emergency involving the 
Soyuz. 

“In principle they can stay up there 
nil their bones mrft," he said of the 
two cosmonauts. "This is no trap- 
ped in space with only two-days lot 
to five’ scenario.”

About 100 intellectuals, including professors and lawyers. 
Friday began a three-day sit-down in Taipei to protest the 
planned nomination of Defence Minister Hau Pei-Tsun as 
premier. 

The protesters will continue the demonstration in the 
Taipei park until May 20. when President Lee Teng-Hui will 
be inaugurated to his first full six-year term, said professor 
Yang Kuo-Shu of the prestigious National Taiwan Univer- 
sity and an organiser of the event. 

"Our protest might not influence President Lee's 
decision." he said. "But as intellectuals we have a respon- 
sibility lo inform the people what is the truth." 

In an open letter, the protesters alleged that the nomina- 
tion of Gen Hau. a four-star general, was not only uncon- 
stitutional, but would also "undermine democratic 
development in Taiwan.” 


According to the constitution, military personnel may not 
simultaneously hold government posts. Critics also (ear 
that the powerful defence chief will impose military control 
in government as well as in general society. 

President Lee announced at the beginning of May that 
he planned to nominate Hau as the new premier, saying he 
believed Hau could help stabilise deteriorating social 
order. 

But Yang said, "choosing a strong military man to be 
premier doesn't guarantee social stability. A forceful 
premier might cure the symptoms, but not the root of 
Taiwan's problems."

TOKYO, May 19, (AP): The 
government’s annuai report on 
the environment yesterday gave 
Japan high marks in energy 
efficiency and called on it to take 
the lead in protecting the world’s 
environment. 

But reports of strong dis- 
agreements during the report's 
preparation showed that the 
government has not reached a 
consensus on its environmental 
policies. 

The environment agency's 
annual white paper said Japan is 
the world’s most energy-efndent 
industrialised nation per unit of 
economic production. 

It warned, however, that chan- 
ges in lifestyle, particularly 
among younger Japanese, may 
cause energy consumption to 
climb. 

Already, it said, the average 
fuel efficiency of new 
automobiles in Japan has begun 
to drop as more Japanese buy 
larger cars. 

Deleted 

Environmental agency offi- 
cials said some major portionsof 
early drafts of the report were 
deleted after "heated discus- 
sions” with other agencies, 
including the powerful Ministry 
of International Trade and 
Industry (Miti) and the Foreign 
Ministry. 

One portion deleted concer- 
ned the economic impact of 
measures to reduce global warm- 
ing, said Hisakazu Rato, direc- 
tor of the environment agency’s 
planning and research division. 

"We did do a detailed study of 
what effects these environmental 
steps would have on the econ- 
omy, and found that they would 
have negligible impact on econ- 
omic growth." be said. 

"But Miti has released other 
studies (concluding) that the 
world economy would be 
severely affected. So we are still 
having discussions about what 
should be the official govern- 
ment position,” he said. 

Global warming has been lin- 
ked to gases such as carbon diox- 
ide released from the burning of 
fossil fuels and to the shrinkage 
of the world's tropical rain 
forests. Many countries have 
expressed concern that steps to 
reduce global wanning would 
harm their economies. 

For the first time in the 
report’s 22-year history, this 
year’s white paper discusses 




recommends further conserva- 
tion by industry and by electric 
power producers, Kato said. 

Stock traders said demand for 
shares of companies linked to 
energy conservation surged on 
theTokyo stock exchange yester- 
day as a result of the report. 

Miti has been > a strong 
advocate of industrial growth, 
while the Foreign Ministry has 
been concerned about frequent 
overseas criticism of Japan’s 
environmental record in areas 
such as whaling, driftnet fishing 
and depletion of rain fonsts.

Motoshima, a Roman Catholic, made the comment at a city assem- 
bly meeting in December 1 988, as Hirohito lay dying of the cancer that 
would end his life one month later.

Shown. could have helped end the war sooner and saved Nagasaki from 
the bomb. 

Though many Japanese share Motoshima’s opinions, bis candour 
angered rightist fringe groups and for more than a year he endured 
several death threats.

Agent orange effect 

WASHINGTON. May 19, (UP I): In the government's fast admission 
linking agent orange to a serious medical problem, veterans affairs 
secretary Edward Dcrwinski directed bis ageuev yesterday to pay S8 
million year id Vietnam veterans afflicted by a broad class of cancers. 

The decision to compensate veterans suffering from soft-tissue sar- 
comas was prompted by recommendations of an advisory committee 
that concluded there is "at least as likely as not" a significant statistical 
Hpk between exposure to the wartime herbicide and the <B(fieuIt-io- 
diagnose cancers. 

Agent orange, which contained the deadly contaminant dioxin, was 
sprayed from January 1965 to April 1970 in Vietnam to destroy ground 
cover and crops. 

An estimated M00 Vietnam veterans or their famili es are cxpffcrrd to 
receive compensation for soft-tissue sarcomas, tumours found in such 
tissues as muscles or body fat. Payments, some of which wifi be retroac- 
tive, are projected to cost S8 million a year. 

"I believe this is another step forward in resolving a most difficui land 
emotional issue,” Derain ski said. "We intend to p r o ceed as quickly as 
possible toaward compensation to these veterans who are so deserving of 
our care and concern.” 


Police withdrawn from Chonnam campus as one dies 



KWANGJU, South Korea, May 19, (AP): More than 35,000 students 
shouting anti-government and anti-US slogans barricaded themselves 
atauniver5ity today in continuing unrest marking the 10th anniversary 
of a civilian revolt against military dictatorship. 

Meanwhile, a student died after being injured trying to reach the 

protest. 

As news of the student's death spread tonight, thousands of riot 
police who had been deployed outside the campus of Chonnam 
University withdrew, apparently to avoid provoking protesters. 

Kwangju police chief Pack 
Hyung-Jo said the withdrawal 
was to avoid ‘"unexpected 
incidents”. He did not elaborate, 
but deaths of radical students 
have triggered massive demon- 
strations in the past when 
students fell police were to 
blame. 

Earlier, about 3,500 combat- 
clad police, supported by 
armoured tear-gas vans, 
surrounded the sprawling 
national campus and searched all 
viators. About 230 students were 
airested by police near the 
school. 

The students planned to stay 
overnight at the school and 
attend a massive anti-govern- 
ment rally to be held in central 
Kwangju tomorrow m alliance 
with dissident groups. Police said 
the rally was illegal and it would 
be blocked. 

Students used tyres, school 
desks, chairs and broken fur- 
niture to erect 3- to 4-metre- (10- 
to 12-foot-) high barricades at 
the university's three gates. More Thousands of South Korean student 

t hf m 500 students armed with 1- Kwangju yesterday to commemorate 1 
metre- (3-foot-) long metal pipes

“Our nation has no hope until 
(President) Roh Tae-Wod and 
the United States are ousted,” 
student leader Song Gap-Suk 
told a rally. 

Song, a fugitive being sought 
by police for instigating violent 
protests, shouted that the US 
military presence in South Korea 
is a major obstacle to Seoul’s 
unification with communist 
North Korea. About 43,000 US 
troops are stationed here under a 
mutual defence treaty. 

The crowd applauded and 
cheered wildly, waving dozens of 
banners, many with paintings of 
tom US flags orstudents shaking 
a fist at authority. ... 

. In . downtown Kwangju, 
several groups of 50 to 100 
students clashed with riot police 
sporadically today, hurling 
rocks and firebombs. Police dis- 
persed them with tear-gas. 

Before dawn today, police 
fired warning shots after dozens 
of people attacked two police 
substations. 

Yesterday, about 7,000peoplc 
rioted in the streets of this city on 
the anniversary of a bloody civil 
revolt, burning lyres and attack- 
ing people with rocks and 
firebombs. They demanded the 
ouster of Roh. 

Kwangju, with more than one 
million people, is 259 km (156 
miles) south of Seoul. Citizens 
blame the government and the 
United Slates for the violent sup- 
pression of a 1980 pro- 
democracy revolt, the worst in 
modern Korean history. 

Police said about 5.300 people 
were arrested yesterday in 
nation-wide protests held in 
more than a dozen cities in 
observance of the 10th anniver- 
sary of the uprising. 

Police said ail out 481 of the 
4.325 arrested in Seoul had been 
released. There were 123 people 
arrested in Kwangju and at least 
20 injured, police said. Another 
23 were injured in other dries, 
police said. 


Police officials said Shin Jang-Ho. 21, a sophomore at Daeva 
vocational college in Seoul, died of head injuries suffered after he 
jumped off a speeding train in the outskirts of Kwangju.

Whul remains unclear is 
whether a suspension of the 
declaration would mean that 
Lithuania would still be subject 
to Soviet taws, the spokesman 
quoted the prime minister as say- 
ing. 

Since March 1 1 and through- 
out a subsequent economic 
embargo on oil. natural gas and 
other key materials imposed on 
the republic by Gorbacbev, Lith- 
uanian officials have refused to 
roll back on the declaration. 
They have said that other issues, 
such as pro-independence laws, 
may be negotiated. 

Lawmakers today were to con- 
sider compromise measures that 
would keep Lithuania in the 
Soviet defence system, address 
border issues and outline a tran- 
sition period to full indepen- 
dence. 

Hie measures are contingent, 
however, on the Kremlin begin- 
ning negotiations with Lith- 
uania. 

Ms Dapkus said the lawmak- 
ers were not expected to take any 
immediate action today. 

Hinted 

Prunskiene told reporters in 
Moscow, before returning to Vil- 
nius yesterday that Gorbachev 
and Ryzhkov had hinted that 
stricter economic measures 
would be taken against Lith- 
uania “if we don't behave more 
rationally.”

Pro-Moscow crowds had tried 
to enter parliament buildings in 
Estonia and Latvia on Tuesday 
before being stopped, either by 
volunteers or local police.

Romanian polls 


BUCHAREST! ' ‘ May ‘ "19. 
(Reuter): Romania's ruling 
National Salvation From (NSF) 
is heading for a resounding vic- 
tory tomorrow in the country’s 
first free elections for more than 
half a century, according to an 
official opinion poll published 
today. 

The elections, five months 
after the bloody overthrow of 
communis! ruler Nicolae 
Ceausescu. follow a campaign 
marred by violence and intimida- 
tion that has raised Western con- 
cern about Romania's path from 
dictatorship io democracy. 

The latest poll b> the Dacia 
Institute, published by the 
official Rompress news agency, 
forecast interim head of slate and 
NSF leader Ion Ilic^u would 
win 70 percent of votes in a three- 
wa> race for the presidency 

It gave a similar margin to the 
front, which is led by ex-com- 
munists and spearheaded last 
December’s revolution, in elec- 
tions being fought the same day 
by 82 parties for seats in a two- 
chamber parliament. 

The human rights group Hel- 
sinki watch, in Romania to mon- 
itor rhe elections with other inter- 
national observers, said today 
that the NSF government bad 
failed to create the conditions for 
a fair election. 

“(The) eniirorcrnen! is not 
conducive Lo free expression for 
the population." it said in a 
report. 

“This is especially true lor 
smaller towns and villages where 
little has changed since the 
revolution." it added, listing 
allegations of attacks on opposi- 
tion parly headquarters and their 
members. 

The United States yesterday 
also said it was still concerned 
about intimidation of opposition 
parties and would hold the 
government responsible for 
ensuring free and fair elections. 

"The United States is commit- 
ted to working for the consolida- 
tion of democratic governments 
and processes throughout Eas- 
tern Europe." Slate Department 
spokesman Richard Boucher 
said. 


" “We believe that free and fair 
elections in Romania would 
represent an important first step 
in that process." 

Opposition parties accuse the 
front of impeding their cam- 
paigns through harassment and 
attacks by NSF supporters and 
by restricting their access to the 
media. 

Attacks by NSF opponents 
have also been reported at rallies 
held by the front, which formed 
an interim government the day 
after Cea usescu’s Christmas Day 
execution lo steer Romania lo its 
first free multi-party elections for 
53 years. 

Police today reported more 
than 1 50 incidents during cam- 
paigning and said soldiers and 
20,000 policemen would guard 
polling stations to ensure orderly 
voting. 

Polling stations open at 6 am 
(0300 GMT) and close at 1 1 pm 
12000 GMT) with initial com- 
puter projections of the results 
expected minutes later. 

Iliescu, a long-time foimer 
Ceausescu associate, has offered 
to form a broad coalition after 
the elections to cure Romania's 
crippling economic ills but has 
had to fend off accusations that 
the NSF wants to lead the coun- 
try' to a new form of communism. 

"Our anti-communist revolt 
on December 22 was stolen by 
neo-communists who shielded 
behind democracy but are in fact 
former members of the old ruling 
nomenclature (elite),” leading 
dissident Doina Cornea told 
Reuters. 

Her view has been echoed by 
both lliescu’s opponents for the 
presidency. National Libera] 
Party leader Radu Campeanu 
and Romanian-Britisb business- 
men tycoon Ion Ratiu of the 
National Peasants Party. 

Both men relumed from leng- 
thy exile after Cea usescu’s execu- 
tion.

American film director David 
Lynch, once little more than a 
cull hero with a penchant for 
explicit se.x and violence, won 
wider international recognition 
today at a premiere of his latest 
film. 


Lynch, admired S> film huffs 
since making the disturbing 
“Eraserhead*’ in 19"ti but unkn- 
own to the wider public, received 
the strongest applause of the 
Canoes film festival to dale for 
his film "Wild At Heart.*’ 

Critics now predict he will be 
the talent to watch in coining 
years. 

“Wild At Heart," completed 
just days before the screening 



and brought to France crammed 

unceremoniously under the 
cast’s plane seats, tells the story 
of Sailor and Peanut, two feck- 
less lovers running from the law. 

It is essentially a rojd movie, 
but is set in a surreal world where 
violence threatens to break out at 
any moment. 

Motels are peopled by porn 
stars and sadornasochiMs. while 
the family home is a cover for 
rape and murder. 


Gritty reality - vomit drying 
a carpet, cockroaches crawling 
through a pair of underpants — 
provides a backdrop for u coilec- 
tioin of fairyland characters. 

The wicked witch, in Jhe shape 
of Peanut's mother, tries to fores 
the lovers apart, but a kindly 
fairy makes sure they find each 
other again. 


The level of explicit sex and 
violence in Lynch’s films has 
stirred controversy in the past 
and “Wild At Heart" is unlikely 
lobe an exception. 

There are stomach-churning 
moments of violence, inciudinga 
scene where actor Willem Dafoe, 
near-unrecognisable in his role 
as a perverted killer, blows his 
own head off with a shotgun. 


But unlike "Blue Velvet," 
where Lynch never let Lhe tension 
drop, the horror in “Wild At 
Heart” is tempered with black 
humour. The film is one of Lyn- 
ch's funniest and also has an 
exuberantly happy ending. 

Lynch, who politely side-step- 
ped questions about the origin of 
his grotesque vision of small- 
town America, told journalists 
he had original!;, planned a much 
more violent filin. 


Several scenes were cut when 
audiences at the first test screen- 
ings walked out. 

“The violence was breaking 
the film. There is a magical line 
you can go up against. V ou have 
to feel that line and if you cross it 
you’re in trouble,” he said. 


Lynch said he anticipated 
problems in the United Stales, 
where be fears iht film will be 
restricted "X” certificate and not 
the “R" certificate specified in 
his contract and needed to draw 
large audiences. 


“But there are advantages to 
the ratings system. Maybe it’s 
not a movie for everyone,” he 
acknowledged. 


Lynch is also an accomplished 
inter and his stories are told 
ith visual images rather than 
words. In "Wild At Heart”, fire 
is the oft-repeaied image, 
whether it is a match rasping into 
life, a car exploding or house 
going up in flames. 


"Film has a fantastic way of 
portraying abstractions. To 
articulate things and pul them 
into words becomes sort of a 
drag," Lynch said. 


He was accompanied to Can- 
nes by a cast of actors who 
included plenty of his old 
favourite.: Laura Dern. who 
plays Peanut, and the beautiful 
Isabella Rossellini, who plays 
hired killer Perdita Durango, 
both starred in "Blue Velvet." 
Nicolas Cage is a newcomer in 
his role as Sailor.

DAMASCUS, May 19, (Agencies): Syria today renewed its attack against plans to hold an Arab summit in 
Baghdad, paying some states were ©tolling to destroy unity. 

The comment in the official daily A1 Thawra was published the day Algerian Foreign Minister Sid Ahmed 
Ghozali met Syrian teader-Hafez AI Assad in an apparent attempt to persuade him to attend the May 28 
meeting. 

■ Syria, almost alone among Arab states, has said it will boycott any summit in Baghdad, capital of Iraq. 

Officials said Ghozali delivered a message from Algerian President Chadli Benjedid on “the current 
situation in the Arab arena” but gave no details. 

Palestine Liberation Organ- 


isation chairman Yasser Arafat 
said on Wednesday he hoped 
Chadli would persuade Assad to 
attend, the. sum mi tv called to' 
.debate .ways of countering the 
Soviet Jewish exodus to Israel. . 

Damascus has dismissed the 
summit' call as- an empty 
propaganda exercise. 

“Despite President Assad’s 
call for Arabs to unify their ranks 
to confront the desire by others 
to destroy them ... there was this 
suspicious insistence on a sum- 
mit to be held in Baghdad ...,’’ 
said Al Thawra. 

• “Some want this summit to be 
the final blow which will kill any 
form of Arab solidarity that 
exists now. 

“A summit like this, with its 
shallow meaning would face a 
Syrian rejection ... such improv- 
ised action will empty national 
solidarity from its basic pillar 
(Syria). 

“Any summit linked to the 
Arab-Zionist conflict, the Pales- 
tine crisis and other national 
causes without Syria and its 
political and military weight will 
be without meaning or out- 
come." 

Damascus has called for an 
emergency Arab ministerial 
meeting to discuss a neutral 
venue and an agenda. 

Iraq’s vice-president said in an 
interview published Friday that 
it made no difference to the suc- 
cess of an Arab summit 
scheduled for Baghdad later this 
month whether Syria attended. 

“We have had conferences 
before where not everyone has 
attended, and they have been 
successful," Taha Yasseen 
Ramadan told the London- 
based Saudi Arabian daily Al 
Sharq Al AwsaL 

“Of course we would like all 
Arab slates to attend, but this 
does not meant that if they don’t 
then the summit will fail” he 
said. 

“Since the Arabs derided that 
the summit should be in Bagh- 
dad, it is up to us to provide the 
necessary hospitality. If the 
Syrian President derides to come 
to Baghdad, he will be welcomed 
and given the same protection as 
any other Arab leader,” 
Ramadan said. 

Assad repealed Thursday that 
he would not attend the Arab 
s umm it, but did not specifically 
rite differences with Iraq as the 
main reason for staying away.

US urged to declare 
settlements illegal 


WASHINGTON, May 19, (AP): 
Arab Ambassadors met with Stale 
Department officials to press for sup- 
port of a UN Security Council 
resolution declaring as illegal the set- 
tlement of Soviet Jews in territory 
occupied by Israel. 

Clovis Maksoud. the Arab League 
representative in the United States, 
said no agreement had been reached 
yesterday on efforts to craft a 
mutually acceptable resolution. 

“We ore atill in an ongoing discus- 
sion on this matter," Maksoud said 
after emerging from a meeting at the 
Slate Department with Robert M. 
KJramit, undersecretary of slate for 
political affairs. 

Maksoud. who accompanied the 
ambassadors of Egypt, Algeria and 
Kuwait to the session, said Arab 
nations are insisting Lhat tlie resolu- 
tion clearly call Israel's settlement 
1 a< a violation of international 


policy 

law. 


“We think that if the resolution 
does not state that the settlements 
policy is illegal then Israel will not be 
deterred from making more set- 
tlements,” Maksoud said. 

“To us this question of. massive 


Soviet Jewish immigration is a 
critical issue," Maksoud said. 

He said Arab nations currently 
“have no guarantee that they ( Israel) 
arc nbi going to continue these set- 
tlement policies." 

Arab nations have been seeking a 
resolution that would both criticise 
Israel and not be vetoed by the 
United States. Israel's major ally. 

They are concerned about prosp- 
ects that the increasing flow of Soviet 
Jewish refugees would be resettled in 
the Gaza Strip and West Bank, 
territories seized by Israel in the 1967 
war with its Arab goal of establishing 
a Palestinian state in those areas. 

Israel has said that only a tiny 
fraction of the refugees have been 
resettled in either the occupied West 
Bank or Gaza Strip or in occupied 
East Jerusalem. 

The Slate Department has gen- 
erally sided with the Arab position 
that Soviet Jews not be settled in the 
occupied territories. 

While the Bush administration has 
opposed ail settlement activities in 
Inc territories it has stopped short of 
calling them illegal.

CAIRO, May 19, (AP): The 
Soviet Union has promised Egypt 
massive debt relief that includes 
repayment in goods rather than 
cash, the government’s Middle 
East news agency said today. 

Figures in the state-run agen- 
cy's report reflect that Egypt can 
dearitsdebt to Moscow by paying 
only about 7 per cent of the debt’s 
value If computed at the official 
rate of exchange. 

The report was unsonreed. A 
government official told the 
Associated Press that came from

right from a foreign trip that 
indoded almost four days in Mos- 
cow. 

Middle East news agency said 
repayment will begin after an 
interest-free six-year grace 
period. It will be in “unconven- 
tional Egyptian goods,” the 
ageocy said, excluding cotton,. 
Egypt’s main export, and a few 
other agricultural products. 

Egypt’s foreign debt totals 
almost $50 billion. Most b owed 
to Western nations, and Cabo b 
negotiating with the International 
Monetary Fund for debt restruc- 
turing and other relief. 

Earing the debt burden was 
among the main objectives of 
Mubarak's tow, which took him 
to China, North Korea and 
Britain in addition to the Soviet 
Union. 

Egyptian officials said 
Mubarak also won debt relief 
from China and North Korea dur- 
ing the tow. They gave no details, 
but S70 million of Egypt's $167- 
miDion debt to Beijing comes doe 
this year. 

Hie Soviet debt entails a mix- 
ture of dvitian and military loans. 
Most were incurred in the 1960s 
and the early 1970s. 

The news agency said the debt 
(palled 2.2 bOhoa rubles, or $338 
billion at the official rate of $1.63 
to the ruble. 

But tbe reported new agreement 
refignred the amount to be paid at 
670 million Egyptian pounds, or 
$252 million. Thus, negotiators 
apparently based calculations on 
8.7 rubles to a dollar compared 
with official rate of 0.6.rubte to a 
dollar. 

Last November, the Soviet 
government instituted a second 
exchange rate offering six rubles 
to the dollar for tourists’ cash 
transactions. Trade remainsat tbe 
official rate. 

This is the fust reported case of 
tbe Soviets revaluing a ruble debt 
to hard currency at a more realis- 
tic rate. While the 8.7-rubk rate 
exceeds the best government rate, 
it remains far below tbe rate on 
Moscow's black market of about 
IS rubles to tbe dollar. 


Cairo-Moscow 
relations grow 

US remains friend 

CAIRO, May 19. (AP): President Hosni Mubarak has com- 
pleted a six-year process of reconciliation with the Soviet Union 
without damaging Cairo’s special relationship with the United 
States. 

Mubarak returned home with poBtical and economic benefits 
for Egypt after his 46-hour visit to Moscow this week. 

He won Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev's public support 
for his Middle East policies. It included Gorbachev's 
unprecedented condemnation of Israel for allowing Soviet Jew- 
ish immigrants to settle on Arab lands its troops have occupied 
since the 1 967 Middle East war. 

The two nations also signed a framework agreement Lhatholds 
the promise of substantial Soviet economic aid for Egypt during 
the 1990s. 

Perhaps more importantly, the improvement in Cairo-Mos- 
cow relations did not come at Washington’s expense. 

There was no hint during Mubarak's visit of any Soviet intent 
to revive tbe Kremlin’s old role as principal arms supplier to 
Egypt, a role that tbe United States assumed in 1980. Nor was 
there any suggestion of Moscow tryingto join the United States 
in current Middle East peacemaking efTorts. 

Rather, Mubarak came away with a Soviet pledge to support 
US and Egyptian efforts to initiate a Palestinian- Israeli dialogue 
in Cairo. Previously, Moscow's policy focused solely on the 
Israeli-spumed idea of an international Middle East peace 
conference. 

Mubarak's visit came six years after he opened a policy of 
trying to normalise relations with the Soviet Union, where as a 
young air force officer he learned to be a fighter pilot. 

Mend 

He began by restoring diplomatic representation to the level of 
ambassador. Later, be mended other fences smashed by his 
predecessor, Anwar Sadat. 

Sadat, assassinated by Muslim extremists almost nine years 
ago, was thelasi Egyptian head or state to visit Moscow, in 1 972 
just before relations soured. First the Soviets refused to meet 
Egypt's arms requests. Sadat reacted with sweeping reprisals, 
including expelling 1 7,000 Soviet military personnel. 

Despite the improvement in relations since 1984. there 
remained what one Egyptian official termed “a psychological 
shortcoming in terms of the absence of personal, face-to-face 
contact at the top." 

Mubarak's visit from Monday- Wednesday of this week sealed 
that breach. 

Ibrahim Nafei, editor of Cairo’s leading newspaper Al Ahram 
and a member of Mubarak’s entourage, wrote that the meeting 
“rectified the balance of relations and put them in the proper 
context.” 

“More accurately, it codified the relationship ... on the footing 
of dose personal knowledge between the two leaders that had 
been missing. 

The visit was part of an Arian-European tour that also took 
Mubarak to China, North Korea, Oman and Britain. 

Before setting out, Mubarak made clear his objectives 
inducted seeking economic benefits and marshalling opposition 
to the settling of Israel’s Jewish immigrants in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

He evidently succeeded. 

In a Moscow dinne r speech honouring Mubarak, Gorbachev 
denounced settling immigrants among the 1.7 million Palestin- 
ians Hvingin tbs West Bank and Gaza as “anti-Soviet.” It is part 
of“insidious designs” by Israel, he said. 

“To push emigrants to Israel into doing that amounts to 
dangerously and immorally playing with their fates,” Gorbachev 

said. ■ ■ • • • . <• ■ • t! .. .. 

It was Moscow's strongest Censure of Israel since toe influx of 
Soviet Jews began last fall. Isfad captured the West Bank from 
Jordan and Gaza from Egypt in the 1 967 war. 

Return 

Officials in Cairo said the Soviets promised to consider Egyp- 
tian ideas. One would grant Soviet Jews the right to return if they 
find difficulties in Israel after emigrating. Another would ask the 
United States to relax restrictions on Soviet Jewish immigration. 

Gorbachev and Mubarak also signed a joint dedaration that 
reflected Moscow’s apparent shift on Middle East peacemaking. 

“Tbe two sides support the use of all means to activate the 
peace process,” he said. 

“They welcome constructive proposals and initiatives ... 
including the proposals aimed at launching a Palestinian -Israeli 
dialogue and facta taring tbe convening of an international peace 
conference under UN auspices.” 

The joint declaration clearly gave precedence to US-brokered 
peace talks over an international conference aimed at reaching an 
overall Middle East settlement 
Shevardnadze told Egyptian editors tbe visit was “very succes- 
sful and very important” . ' . 

“It was a historic turning point in Egyptian-Soviet relations 
and marked the beginning of long-term co-operation in the 
various political, economic and cultural fields,” the Soviet 
foreign minister said.

UNITED NATIONS. May 19. 
(Kuna): Arab and some other delega- 
tions are outraged at a series of 
documents on human rights in their 
countries issued weekly here at the 
request of Israel. 

For the last two months Israel has 
been addressing leuers to Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar con- 
taining extracts from last year's 
“country reports on human rights 
practices” published by the US State 
Department on the human rights 
situation world-wide. 

These letters are being circulated 
as official documents on the General 
Assembly and the Security Council. 
They are translated into the six UN 
working languages — English. 
French. Arabic. Spanish, Russian 
and Chinese. 

The Israeli letters were in retalia- 
tion to a letter addressed to Perez de 
Cuellarin late March by the Palestin- 
ian rights committee which quoted 
the same report regarding human 
rights violations in the occupied 
territories. 

The committee members had 
decided, earlier that month, to 
request that an extract from the 
report be issued as an official 
document of the Security Council 
and of the General Assembly tinder 
the item “Question of Palestine.’ 

Ever since, Israel has requested the 
UN to circulate extracts from the 
same report on the situation of 
human ngbis in the countries of the 
committee members starting with 
Senegal, the chairman. 

Then followed Malaysia, a mem- 
ber of the Security Council Iraq, 
Syria, Pakistan, Afghanistan, Saudi 
Arabia. Laos, Somalia, Sudan, 
Burkina Faso and Bahrain, which is 
neither a member of the committee 
nor an observer. 

The committee, called the “com- 
mittee on the exercise of inalienable 
rights of the Palestinian people" was 
established by the General Assembly 
on Nov 10. 1975 and groups 23 mem- 
bers and 23 observers. 

Not fair 

“Why should Israel request the cir- 
culation of information on human 
rights situations in soveieign states. 
After all, the committee requested 
the same thing pertaining exclusively 


to the occupied territory, not to 
Israel. That is not fair,” a diplomat 
complained. 

“What Israel is doing in the 
occupied territory is illegal under the 
Fourth Geneva Convention, since it 
is the occupier, and talking about 
h uman rights in somebody’s country 
is considered interference in that 
country's internal affairs,” he added. 

Another diplomat wondered why 
Israel is singling out the Arab and 
Muslim countries from the commit- 
tee members which also include Eas- 
tern Europear countries. “It is time 
for Israel now, especially after the 
changes there to court the leaders 
there.” he explained. 

Palestine's envoy Zuhdi La bib 
Terri said General Assembly and 
Security Council resolutions request 
the secretary-general to keep under 
observation developments in the 
occupied territory and he is obliged 
to publicise them. 

However, he added, “tbe 
secretary-general is not obliged to 
circulate reports issued by one gover- 
nment about another government. 
He is only obliged to do so when it 
comes to documents relevant to the 
occupation. There is a difference 
there.” 

Asked what they are planning to 
do in response to the Israeli action, 
some delegates who have been con- 
sulting among themselves said no 
decision had been taken yet, but that 
they will respond other individually 
or collectively through the commit- 
tee.

PITTSBURGH, May 19, (AP): 
The largest ecumenical group in 
the United States has come out 
against an Israeli move into 
occupied East Jerusalem. 

The National Council of 
Churches wrapped up its policy- 
making meeting yesterday with a 
resolution that also expressed 
regret at the US congressional 
recognition of occupied 
Jerusalem as Israel’s capital. 

The council said occupied 
Jerusalem is threatened by 
actions favouring one religion, 
such as the non-binding congres- 
sional measure. 

The city is “a focus of deepest 
religious inspiration and attach- 
ment of’ Judiasm, Christianity 
and Islam, the council said. 

The council asked Israeli 
leaders to remove Jewish settlers 
from St. John's Hospice, a Greek 
orthodox shelter. 

About 150 armed Jewish set- 
tlers, backed by $1.8 million 
from the Israeli government, 

moved in during the week before ‘ 
Easter. Last week an Israeli court 
ordered all but 20 settlers to leave 
until the court resolves the issue. 

The Hospice is across the 
street from the church of the 
Holy Sepulchre, believed by 
Roman Catholic and many orth- 
odox religions to be the burial 
site of Jesus Christ. 

The church council, which 
represents most major Anglican, 
orthodox and Protestant 
religions, but not Roman Cath- 
olics, comprises 32 denomina- 
tions with 42 million members.

Important economic resource 


KUWAIT, May 19, (Kuna): Board Chair- 
man and Director General of Kuwait's 
touristic company, Mohammed Nasser A1 
Sannaousi yesterday urged the Gulf Co- 
operation Council countries to give due 
attention to tourism and entertainment 
sector and complained that tourism indus- 
try in the region lacks programmes and 
studied plans.

Sannaousi su gg ested that the GCC six- 
states — Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, Bahrain, 
Qatar and the United Arab Emirates — sit 
together to forge a joint plan to activate 
tourism, and recalled he had already 


proposed such a collective move to the 
GCC general secretariat. 

He said such a plan cannot be for- 
mulated but by joint desire from the six 
member states, asserting that tourism and 
entertainment industry has become an 
important economic resource. 

The Kuwaiti official further pointed out 
that the great strides scored by the GCC 
countries regarding infrastructure and 
means of travel could be an incentive in 
thi.Q connection and could facilitate tour- 
ism and encourage private sector invest- 


ments in the field. 

Sannaousi called lor a bigger role to the

GCC states

BAHRAIN, May 19, (Reuter): 
Seven Gulf Arab states which 
founded the Arabian Gulf 
University will soon start paying 
off at least part of its 20-milhon- 
dinnar ($53 million) debt, 
Bahrain’s Education Minister 
Ali Fakhra said today. 

He said education ministers 
from Bahrain, Kuwait, Oman, 
Qatar, Iraq, Saudi Arabia and 
the United Arab Emirates made 
a “definite financial commit- 
ment” at a meeting in Bahrain 
last Tuesday.

Regular payments to four 
main foreign contractors who 
built the 41-milHon-dinar ($109 
million) campus stopped in 1986.

From the courts 


Man gets 12.5 years 
for various offences 


THE Criminal Court sentenced a man to 12.5 years 
imprisonment and his partner to 5.5 years imprison- 
ment and ordered their deportation from Kuwait 
for committing a number of offences. The same 
court reframea from issuing any sentence on a third 
partner in return for a pledge of good conduct for 
onc ycar. The first two defendants were accused of 
havingan illicit, love affair with teenage girls, harass- 
ing two public servants (policemen), forcibly taking 
thar arms and driving at high speed. 

They were also accused of drinking and driving 
under the influence of liquor. The court was told 
that the fust defendant, identified as S. was having 
an illicit love affair with a young girl. The family of 
the girt refused to many her to him as be was already 
married to another. But he took the girl to his 
residence and lived with her as “husband and wife”. 
The girl was still under 21 years of age. 

One day S. went with bis partner, the second 
defendant, K. to get the girl from her relative’s 
house. There, they were under the influence of 
alcohol and quarrelled with two men. They beat the 
men with the liquor bottles causing them injury. 
They then left the house and K. drove thecar at high 
speed. On the way, apohcepalrol stopped them. The 
policemen noticed that the driver was drunk and 
thus asked him to get down and follow him. But the 
first defendant, who had a pistol, went down and 
asked the policeman to stop. He threatened the 
other policeman and took their weapons and their 
car's keys and ran away. S. later hid the pistol with 
the third defendant after informing him of the 
trouble. The three men confessed the charges before 
the court

THE Criminal Court has sentenced a man to two 
and a half years in jail with hard labour on the charge 
of breaking into and hijacking a car belonging to 
another. 

The court beard that the car owner received a 
telephone call from the local police station inform- 
ing him that his car was found driven by the suspect 
and that the latter had broken into it by usrogan iron 
bar. 

The defendant's father claimed that his son suf- 
fered from psychiatric illnesses and that he regularly 
visited the psychiatric hospital for treatment. 

Medical examinations confirmed that the defen- 
dant was free from any psychiatric ailments and 
fully responsible for his acts, and the court based its 

ruling on the medical evidence.

beating up another security officer in the rank of 
captain. 

The court heard that the lieutenant was on duly 
when the captain arrived into the VIP parking lot 
and wasparkin^bzscar. The lieutenant approached 
him and told him that he could not pork there for 
security consideration, as an important personality 
was arriving. 

The captain pointed out that he was on duty too 
and stressed that he knew the regulations as modi as 
he did, but the words soon developed into a heated 
argument and ended up in an exchange of blows, 
which left the captain bruised. 

The lieutenant was referred to disciplinary 
military court which sentenced him to21 days in jail, 
and was later referred to the Court of Misdemean- 
our on the charge of attacking a pubtic employee on 
duty and sentenced to three months in absentia and 
fined KD 100. 

He appealed and the court canceDed the jail term 
and reduced the fine to KD 75.

THE Criminal Court has sentenced a man to three 
years in jail with hard labour on charges of posses- 
sion of liquor for trading purposes, and evading 
arrest and fined him KD 300 and ordered the eight 
cartons of liquor found in the boot of his car 
confiscated.

Family planning centre relocated 


THE head of the Family Plan- 
ning Centre at the Public Health 
Ministry Dr Ibrahim Moham- 
med Ai Qasblan has said that the 
centre will soon be relocated to 
its new headquarters prem ises 
near the Sabah Hospital. 

He told a local daily that the 
centre last year received as many 
as 100.000 inquiries from dif- 
ferent nationalities, pointing out 
that inflammation of the urinary 
tract and gonorrhea are the most 
common venereal disease is 
Kuwait. 

He said that the pre-marital 
medical examination for newly 
weds is extremely important as it 
helps 3void many potential 
health and social problems. 

He said that the centre was 


established in 1958 under the 
name of the Social Medicine 
Centre and it treated cases of 
impotence in men, different ven- 
ereal disease, gonorrhea, 
syphillis. herpes disorders of the 
reproduction organs and others 

He said that a number of tests 
are carried out for the patients, 
which indude taking a mood or 
urine sample to chock out. the 
rhesus factor, determine immun- 
ity against measles, examine 
hereditary diseases caused by 
Mood disorders, adding that the 

centre also carried out tests of the 

sperm of wonld-be father to 
determine his virility and 
potency. 

He said that the centre co- 
operated with the maternity hos- 


pital and urinary tract centres, 
based On the individual case. 

Hcsaid that gonorrhea and the 
inflammation of ibeurinary tract 
were the commonest disease for 
which a total 3.400 patients 
sought medical help al the centre 
in 1989, besides herps and 
syphillis. 

He pointed out that the centre 
treated all different causes res- 
ponsible for lack of pregnancy in 
women or infertility in men. but 
the percentage success varied 
from one patient lo another. 

He stressed the importance of 
religious education as a fun- 
damental protector against ven- 
ereal diseases, besides regular 
cleaning and attention to 
reproduction organs. 


Kuwaiti 
relief 
to all 

Lebanese 

BEIRUT, May 19. (Kuna): 
Deputy Chairman of the Relief 
Supreme Committee Mahdi 
Sadeq has said the Kuwaiti relief 
aid will be distributed indis- 
criminately to all Lebanese areas 
soon. 

In separate interviews to Al 
Lewaa and Ad Dcyar dailies 
published yesterday Sadeq said 
medical supplies that arrived™ 
Lebanon mid April and early 
May, were handed over to the 
Health Ministry. 

He also said that a quantity of 
mfllc and biscuits were also han- 
ded over to orphanages and disa- 
bled houses and social associa- 
tions. 

He pointed out that the food- 
stuffs were not distributed yet, 
pending the rest of Kuwaiti relief 
dispatches to be completed. 

The first batch of 20 trucks 
arrived Lebanon on April 1 8 and . 
the second of 40 trades arrived 
on May 9, both consisting mainly 
of foodstuff and medication. 

The 58 truck convoy, the third 
batch of relief aid, will arrive 
Wednesday to the Masnaa area 
on the Lebanese-Syriaa border 
line. 

It is expected that a represen- 
tative from HH Kuwaiti Crown 
Prince and Prime Minister’s 
office and the rdief supervisor 
Sheikh Mubarak Faisal Al 
Sabah and Kuwait’s ambassador 
to Syria will accompany the con- 
voy. 

Theconvoy left Kuwait yester- 
day for Lebanon loaded with 
food stuffs, medications and 
school supplies. 

This is the third batch of relief 
aid to be sent to war-torn 
Lebanon under instructions of 
His Highness the Amir of 
Kuwait Sheikh Jaber Al Ahmad 
Al Sabah. 

Indonesian- 
UAE trade 
totalled 
$128m in ’89 

ABU DHABI. May 19, 
(Opecna): Total trade between 
Indonesia and the United Arab 
Emirates was valued at 5128 
million in 1989. a substantial 
jump over figures recorded in 
previous years. 

According to government 
sources, Indonesia's exports to 
the UAE in 1989 rose to SI 22.8 
million in value while the remain- 
der constituted UAE goods 
imported. 

UAE commodities purchased 
by Indonesia, a fellow Opec 
member country, include man- 
ufactured goods, food products, 
animals, chemicals, fuel 
lubricants, beverages, tobacco, 
animal and vegetable oils and 
plywood. 

Diplomatic links between the 
two countries go back to 1976. 
just a few years after Lhc UAE 
federation gained its indepen- 
dence. Indonesia set up an 
embassy here in 1978. 

Indonesia's ambassador to 
Kuwait was accredited to the 
UAE on a non-resident basis 
until 1982. when the first Indon- 
esian envoy was appointed to the 
UAE capital. 

High-ranking government 
officials from both countries 
have made a number of exchange 
visits over the years to promote 
bilateral trade and economic co- 
operation. Last year. UAE Com- 
munications Minister Saeed Al 
Mulla paid a visit to Jakarta. 

During that year, the iwo 
countries signed an aviation 
accord tohdp boost bilateral air 
transport services. 

Memorandums of understan- 
ding already existed between the 
Indonesian Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry and the 
corresponding chambers in Abu 
Dhabi and Shaijah. 

The sources said that another 
area where the two countries 
conld expect bilateral ties to 
prosper was as a result of their 
respective membership in the 
regional groups — the Gulf Co- 
operation Council (GCC) and 
the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations ( Asean).

31 traffic deaths in March ; 


THE Faculty of Business 
Studies, within its cultural 
season, held a seminar on the 
theme “Traffic Accidents and 

Relaledfrisurance in Kuwait. 

Speaking at the lecture. Dr 
Halwani, from Kuwait Univer- 
sity, said that about 84 per centof 
traffic casualties were caused by. 
youth, particularly males. He 
said that the percentage of traffic 
accidents in Kuwait exceeded 
those compared to Europe and 
the USA. Comparatively, he said 
that the rate of accidents in 
Kuwait were ten times higher 
than their counterparts in 
Europe and the USA. 

Problem 

On the economic issue related 
to traffic accidents, the officials 
said that these could be classified 
as being directly related to loss in 
human life, physical disability 
and medical liabilities, and 
indirect costs related to material 
damage and loss in wasted man 
hours. 

Lieutcmant Col Mohammad 
Juinah, assistant director at 
Ahmadi Traffic Department, 
also speaking at the seminar said 
that traffic accidents are a com- 


mon problem the world over. 

However, he added that it differs 

in intensity-and types from one 
country to another. The com- 
mon thread among all accidents 
is that the damage is the same — 
human and economic losses. 

Juinah said' that dining the 
month of March 1990, Kuwait 
had witnessed 3 1 deaths resulting 
from traffic accidents which 
amounted to 1898.- Average 
a nnual deaths resulting from 
traffic accidents were 380 in 
1989. in addition to which 20,000 

casualties were also recorded. 

The traffic department 
endeavours to extend every assis- 
tance and conducts "traffic 
awareness campaigns” with a 
view to minimise the rale of 
accidents. Nevertheless, he said 
that in one year about 250,000 
tickets to be issued to errant 
violators — the majority of 
which were issued for over speed- 
ing. 

Contribution 

He called on the information 
media to contribute towards 
enlightening the public about tbe 
importance of driving safely, 
technically maintaining their 
vehicles and - to abide by traffic 


Anti-smoking awareness 

Battle of the 
butt continues

THE head of School Health Department at Kuwait’s Ministry of 
Public Health and the member ofWorld Anti-Smoking Experts Com- 
mittee Dr Hussain Al Moeroen was quoted as saying that Kuwait 
shares with the international community its concern for fighting the 
smoking phenomenon . The Kuwaiti attitude in this connection eman- 
ated from her conviction towards the importance of putting an end to 
the spread of this harmful habit which is threatening the health of 
human beings. 

In an interview with the daily Al Seyassah on the occasion of the 
renewal of his membe r ship in the World Anti-Smoking Experts Com- 
mittee based in Geneva, Switzerland, the official said that the Kuwait 
Anti-Smoking Society has adopted important programmes to redress 
this issue. In this respect, he said Kuwait had devised a special strategy 
which had been set up in co-operation with specialists from World 
Health Organisation (WHO). The programme undergoes continued 
development and is based otrthe awareness programmes aimed «t 
enlightening smokers and in the meantime providing the necessary 
protection for those who failed to give up the habit by mandating less, 
tar and nicotine cigarettes. 

Meanwhile, the official disclosed that a law banning the import of 
cigarettes with high tar and nicotine content will be endorsed soon and 
another law banning the advertisement on cigarettes is also to be 
promulgated. 

Diseases 

Meanwhile, the official confirmed that the spread of smoking is 
connected with the spread of several dangerous diseases including lung 
cancer, heart diseases and failure of the respiratory system. 

He added that smoking had reg ist ered an increase among women 
and this is reflected in the inercasein the number of cases ofiung cancer 
among females. 

He added that the relevant statistics m Kuwait showed that increase 
in the lung cancer cases among men amounted to about 18.5 of total 
cancer cases in the country. Cancer cases among women in Kuwait had 
increased during the recent years by about 200 per cent and with 
expatriate women by about 41 5 per cent. 

Relevant studies disclosed that the smoking habit plays a significant 
role in developing cancer-related diseases.

Meanwhile, the official disclosed that the relevant field studies 
conducted by Kuwait University, Ministry of Social Affaire and 
Labour and Kuwait Anti -Smoking Society have shown that the smok- 
ing habit which is prevalent among adults had reduced in 1 986 and the 
relevant percentage had amounted to 44 per cent compared to 48 per 
cent of adults in 1979. Unfortunately, smokers had increased among 
school students during tbe same periodby 1 3 percent in 1 979 and 24 per 
cent in 1986. 

On the other hand, the official said that Kuwaiti Anti- Smoking 
Society has set up a special clinic m 1983 to eradicate this bad habit by 
enhancing the health awareness among smokers. 

He disclosed that there is a regional co-operation among the Arab 
countries through the secretariat general of the Arab Health Ministers 
Council. A special technical committee has been set up grouping 
representatives from the member states who convene meetings 
regularly and follow up the implementation of the anti-smoking 
programmes in the member states. 

Additionally, the Arab Gulf Health Ministers Council has formed a 
committee for its member states which organises anti-smoking semin- 
ars. The last took place in Riyadh, Saudi Arabia in October 1987. 

Meanwhile, the official has called for increasing tax on cigarettes in 
addition to enacting a law banning smoking in public places and in 
some ministries and institutions. In conclusion, the official has called 
for co-operation between the gov ernmen tal institutions and welfare 
societies to fight the smoking phenomenon.

Only 1 8pc drivers use belts 


ACCORDING to a recent survey by the Kuwait 
PubticHealth Ministry only 18 per cent of drivers in 
the country used the safely belt, a percentage which 
is far below levels in other parts of the world. Strict 
penalties will raise the percentage of current users of 
safety belts among drivers, the study recommended. 


The survey revealed that 36 per cent or total road 
accidents led to serious injuries, while the accidents 
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involving head on collisions between two vehicles 
account for 12 per cent of the total percentage and 
are considered the most dangerous of all. 

The director of the Road Safety Society, Ibrahim 
Sherqawi said that the idea of using the safety belt 
does not need any support or objection as it is but a 




m 


logical need for safety od the road. This aspect takes 
on added significance when we learn that SO percent 
of injuries caused to front seat passengers can be 
averted by wearing the belL 

Hesaid that the commitment by all drivers to wear 
the safety belt must reflect a respect of traffic regula- 
tions, and not a fear of penalties. 

Hussam Abdul Halim, said that driving is full of 
surprises and that one could be fatal to the driver. 
Therefore one should not risk driving without the 
safety belt, as the life of the human being is all what 
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counts when an accident takes place. 

He said that all drivers in the Western countries 
wear the safety belt as an act second to their nature. 
However, in our country where the rate of traffic 
accidents is among the highest in the world, very few 
care to wear the belt. 

' Zayed Ahmad pointed out that a strict law is 
needed to ensure that all drivers wear their safety 
belt, particularly where the Speed limit is over 60, 
adding that even if the driving distance is only a few 
hundred metres, the belt must be used. 

He stressed that the safety belt was not designed 
for nothing, and that its true value will be 
appreciated only in the unfortunate occurrence of 
an accident which then would have saved the driver 
from sustaining serious injuries. 

Mona Awni said that she wholeheartedly suppor- 
ted the enforcement of a mandatory clause on wear- 
ing the safety belt by drivers, whether on interior or 
exterior roads. 

She added that the use of the belt commands high 
level of awareness by the driver, and that only those 
who appreciate the fact of road unpredictability are 
truly able to treasure the benefits of this safety 
device.

Duhaim Al Dosari, a bus 
driver said that the decision 
caused great harm to him and his 
family. The bus was my only 
source o Hiving he said and added 
that be is under obligation to 
transport working staff of a local 
company to their work sites on 
time, otherwise he will be fined 
KD 50. 

Dilemma 

He added that the problem 
now is worse as there is no one to 
buy the bus for its true value. 
Additionally, be commented 
that he is no longer able to 
process the ownership transfer or 
registration transactions. 

Mohammad Abdullah Al 
Shimali, a retired employee, said 
that he owned a number of buses 


which are used by private com- 
panies and Kuwait University 
and that the prohibitive decision 
is ill-timed and suggests no alter- 
natives. 

Khilawi Al Ajemi said that he 
owned three buses used by 
private companies under con- 
tractual agreements which dis- 
count KD 50 per day in the case 
of delay to transport workers on 
time. 

He pointed out that these 
buses are the source of bread for 
many families and the traffic 
police issued tickets for these 
buses because they are not regis- 
tered with these companies. 

Naser Mohammad Al Qah- 
tani said thathis buses are used to 
transport students and workers 
in the private sector, and that he 
is 60 years of age and has 25 
children whose main source of 
income is these buses, and the 
decision cut the supply source of 
their daily bread. 

Saad Al Dihani appealed to 
the Minister of Interior Sheikh 
Salem to reconsider the derision 
which jeopardised the interests 
of the people.

Prestige battered 

Soviet forces’ 
role curtailed 

WASHINGTON, (CSM): These are tough times for the Soviet 
military. Its prestige has been battered by the Afghan v/ar. Its tanks are 
rumbling home from Eastern Europe as the Warsaw Pact disintegrates. 
Its influence in Moscow has been diminished by perestroika, while at 
the same time it pulls policy duty in Lithuania and other restive Soviet 
republics. 

Now the generals may be trying to fight back, say military analysts in 
the United States. With President Gorbachev's programmes drawing 
increasing criticism at home, senior military co mm a nd ers are begin- 
ning to speak out on basic policy. Resurgent military clout might be the 
reason the Soviets have recently taken a harder line in arms control 
negotiations. 

“There's no doubt that the Soviet military is under a great deal of 
stress," said Henry Rowan, US assistant defence secretary for inter- 
national security affairs, at a recent meeting with reporters. 

Chief of the Soviet general stafTMikhafl Moiseyev has put off a mid- 
May visit to the United States indefinitely, saying he must help prepare 
for the May 30 Bush-Gorbachev summit. Though new to his job, Gen 
Moiseyev is said to play a much more active role m arms bontrol policy 
than did his predecessor, Marshal Sergei Askhromeyev. 

Policy 

“The high command seems more predisposed to be drawn into the 
political fray," says Robert Nurick, a Rand analyst of Soviet defense 
policy. 1 

In the Brezhnevera, to beamember of the Soviet armed forces was to 
be part of arguably the most powerful and prestigious institution in the 
nation. The military had first call on scarce raw materials, and many 
Soviet weapons were the equal of those produced in the more tech- 
nologically sophisticated West. 

That status began to slip in the late 1970s as the economic weakness 
of the Soviet Union became apparent, according to US experts. When 
Gorbachev took over, the slide became a free falL 

Like a shrewd politician consolidating Ms power Gorbachev moved 
to take control of the military structure. By 1989, the military high 
command had been almost completely replaced. The new commanders 
were on average 10 years younger than their predecessors. Many had 
served in Afghanistan. According to a Rand Corporation study, they 
were distinguished not by enthusiasm for perestroika (economic res- 
tructuring) but by evident sensitivity to unrest in the ranks of the 
military itself. 

To diminish the military's political clout, Gorbachev and his allies 
began to attack it in public, In one notable speech Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze criticized military decision-making and called 
the country's chemical weapons programmes something motivated by 
“primitive and distorted" notions. 

Cones talons 

The Kremlin also set policies that cut against the military grain, from 
unilateral force cuts in Europe, to the Afghan withdrawal, to the many 
Soviet' concessions made in arms talks. While military commanders 
may have agreed with' many of these moves, the speed and unpredic- 
tability of Gorbachev's policy was unsettling. 

Though the military appears to share many of Gorbachev's broader 
foreign policy goals, “senior military commanders have been very 
reluctant to pay the price” in force reductions that Gorbachev wants, 
according to a Rand study. 

And while Gorb&vhev has been attacking the military from without, 
it has been beset by troubles within. Low pay and long hours have 
always been the lot of the largely conscripted rank and file; now officers’ 
lives are apparently worsening as well. 

There is no longer enough officer housing to go around. Defense 
Minister Dmitri Yazov recently told a Soviet reporter there are 7,500 
officers without apartments in Moscow alone. The decline in social 
status of the officer corps has been so rapid that they are now prime 
targets for crime and minder. Soviet military publications show that 59 
officers were killed last year, according to Harriet Fast Scott, a 
Washington consultant on the Soviet military. 

Tensions 

Ethnic tensions rippling through the country as a whole are if 
anything worse in the armed forces. While ofiioers remain largely ethnic 
Russian and Slav, an increasing percentage of conscripts are from 
Central Asia and other far-flung pans of the country and speak 
Russian poorly, if at all. 

The Soviet draft-age cohort is “up to 40 per cent M uslim, ” says 
Alexander Alexiev, a Rand specialist in Soviet nationalities. 

The Soviet practice of sending young draftees far from their home for 
service has been a spark lighting the nationalist revolt in the Baltics and 
other separatist republics. Baltic draftees face fierce ethnic haring , and 
perhaps worse — in 1 986 an Estonian separatist group reported that 12 
Estonian draftees were shot during a protest strike against their work 
cleaning up the Chernobyl nuclear plant. Gen. Moiseyev has said that 
draft evasion last year was eight times the level of 1985.

BUCHAREST, (Reuter): Romanian hopes of a 
dean break with communism after the bloody 
revolution last December have been dampened by 
the inability to exorcise the ghost of Nicolae 
Ceausescu. 

Romania now appears set to give overwhelming 
support in the first free elections for 50 years to a 
government which admits it has leftist leanings, and 
which critics say contains the remnants of a com- 
munist regime. 

The National Salvation Front, a loose grouping 
of former communists, dissidents and intdlectuau 
i that has ran the country since Ceausescu was avep- 
• thrown last December, is tipped tocasily win today’s 
! election. 

Its main opponents, the centrist National Liberal 
Party and the right-wing National Peasants Party, 

' both existed before Romania became communist 
i after World War n and were revived after the 
; revolution. 

Disappointed 

Many Romanians are disappointed at what they 
I say is a sluggish rate of reform, although there iB no 
1 doubt major changes have taken place since 
| Ceausescu was executed on Dec 25. 

The fear of strangers and foreigners i n stilled 
| under Ceausescu has been widely dispelled, dissent 
is voiced loudly and clearly and Romanians are able 
fo for the first time in their fives to act more or less 
freely. 

But the provisional authorities have been unable 
to come to grips with the more deep-rooted 
problems left behind by the communists. 

Shop shelves are still bare, children are still dying 
in crowded and dirty hospitals, factories are crip- 
pled by having to use old machines and Romanians* 
paypackets are small. 

The average Romanian factory or office worker 
takes home about 2,500 lei (S125) a month. The 
cheapest car costs 80,000 Id ($4,000), a Soviet-made 
television costs 12,000 Id ($550) and a kilo of meat 
costs S3. 

“To be honest the main effect of the revolution for 
me has been to make things more expensive," said 
one Bucharest housewife. 

The economy, drained by Ceausescu’s obsession 
with paying off the country’s foreign debt, is* mess. 
All economic indicators point downwards, except 
for consumer sales and imports destined to feed a 
hungry nation. 

Guide 

Interim President Ion Hiescu has announced he 
would guide Romania towards a Western-style 
economy, but has also indicated a reluctance to cave 
in to capitalism. 

“The market economy does not only have virtues. . 
It leads to polarisation of wealth and poverty, to 
unemployment,” he said recently. 

Corruption, seen by many Romanians as a neces- 
sary evil m the Ceausescu era, has not been affected 
by the revolution. 

Many doctors and lawyers have to be paid — in 
Kent cigarettes or in dollars — for any kind of 
consultation, and some public officials still need 
their palms greased regularly to ensure service. 

Government spokesman Cristian Unteanu ackn- 
owledged the country stijl faced serious problems, 
-but argued that-the-National Salvation Front-was 
working as q uickJy as possible.

Fear prompts 


TIRANA, (Reuter): Fear of a Romanian-style 
, bloody revolution has pushed Albania’s leaders 
{ towards reform, according to dissidents involved in 
unprecedented protests. 

But the man Albanians see as the champion of 
change, President Ramiz Alia, has to tackle an 
entrenched old guard which dissidents say opposes 
any retreat from hardline rule in Europe’s last 
orthodox communist state. 

The dissidents and witnesses have confirmed 
three protests this year in this Balkan county of just 
over three million people which is now opening up to 
the world after four decades of isolation under late 
Stalinist founder Enver Hoxha. 

They comprise a silent rally in Tirana in late 
January, dashes with police and the chanting of pro- 
Alia, anti-Hoxha slogans at a soccer match in 
March, and an eight-hour strike by 2J00Q textile 
workers in the central town of Berat about one

It said Alia reforms last week relaxing central 
control of the sinking economy and restoring same 
human rights repressed under Hoxha may be good 
but were “no guarantee against the Stalinist cult of 
personality.” 

Alia and others in the communist leadership say 
reform will come gradually but without retreat from 
a one-party state and there has been no official 
debunking of Hoxha’s policies and person.

Labour 
unrest 
in Nepal 

KATHMANDU, May 19, 
(Reuter): Nepal’s gallop towards 
multiparty democracy has spaw- 
ned a wave of labour unrest that 
the new reformist government 
and businessmen, unaccustomed 
to strikes, are finding difficult to 
confront. 

Businessmen have said that 
they faced strong pressure from 
unions springing up in the new 
atmosphere of freedom. They 
said many companies simply 
could not meet demands from 
employees in one of the world’s 
poorest countries. 

“Some of the demands are 
unreasonable,” said Banwari Lai 
Mittal, president of the Nepal 
chamber of commerce. “In one 
industry, workers wanted com- 
ition for the deaths of their 
fathers-in-law and mothers-in- 
law. . 

“What have we got to do with 
the in-laws of employees?" 

The month-old interim gover- 
nment of liberals and commun- 
ists, which came to power after 
pro-democracy demonstrations 
that sometimes ended in 
violence, has set up a special 
commission to investigate work- 
ers’ demands. 

On Wednesday, workers stor- 
med the Finance Ministry with a 
long list of demands, including 
better pay and conditions, and 
hurled abuse at senior officials in 
their offices. 

That prompted a cabinet 
appeal Tor workers to be 
“patient, disciplined and 
dutiful”, and a warning from 
Labour Minister Nilambar 
Acharya that “some people want 
to create problems for the gover- 
nment to create instability in the 
country." 

Acharya did not say whom he 
meant, but some leftist groups 
have blamed the royal palace for 
outbreaks of violence, saying 
King Birendra does not really 
want to give up power despite his 
agreement to become a con- 
stitutional monarch and to sup- 
port elections within a year. 

To add to the government’s 
problems, workers at 48 quasi- 
government organisations, 
including banks and factories, 
have demanded that their bosses 
be fired for corruption.

33 years in jail 

ALEXANDRIA.Virgiaia.May 19.IAP): A 
man convicted of plotting to kill a boy as 
part of a movie was sentenced yesterday to 
33 years in prison. No child was actually 
banned. 

“I’ve never had as heinous (a crime) as 
.this." US district judge T.S. Ellis III said in 
sentencing Daniel Dcpew. The judge called 
the case “as chilling and as evil as anything 1 
can think of." 

Ellis rejected a contention by the 28-year- 
old resident of Alexandira, a suburb of 
Washington, that talk of plans to kidnap, 
tortureand kill a boy were merely a fantasy. 

“There's no doubt in my mind that you 
intended to go through with it.” Ellis said. 

Depew was convicted in March on two 
counts of conspiracy. He could have been 
sentenced to a life prison term. 

The judge recommended that Depew, 
who has Ads. be sent to a federal prisonin 
Butin er. North Carolina, where medical 
and mental treatment facilities are available. 
However, a final decision on his placement 
remains with the Federal Bureau of Prisons. 

The sentence “adequately meets the goals 
of deterrent and retribution" the judge 
stated. But he added that be did not believe 
rehabilitation was possible in Depew’s case. 

Depew was silent at the hearing, but his 
attorney', James Lowe, noted that his client 
had presented a letter to Ellis saying be had 
not intended to proceed with the scheme.

Dispute over Fra neo-British deal

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PARIS, May 1 9, (UPf): Leaders of 40 nations 
met today in Paris to workout the final details 
of the SI 2 billion European Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development amid furore over 
a reported Frcnch-British deal over the loca- 
tion ofjhe bank and its presideuL 

The programme, proposed last year by 
French President Francois Mitterrand, is 
aimed at stimulating private enterprise and 
economic growth in the newly emergmgecon- 
omies of Eastern and Central Europe. 

The Netherlands has been the most vocal 
critic of an agreement reportedly endorsed by 
the Group of Seven — France, Bntain,Wcsi 
Germany, Italy, Canada, Japan and United 
States — to select London as a site for the 
bank and Frenchman Jacques Attali as its 
president. 

Attali is a top aide to Mitterrand and has 


handled much of the preparation for the 
programme. 

The Dutch government has been pushing to 
locate the bank in Amsterdam under the 
direction of its former finance minister, H. 
Onno Ruding. 

The dispute has been a source of friction 
within the 12-nation European Economic 
Community , which will hold 5 1 per cent of the 
bank's capital, over the deal in the context of 
the G-7. 

A Dutch government spokesman said this 
week that the EEC nations outside the G-7 
were “severely disappointed to learn that the 
four largest countries in the community have 
let these questions be decided by the G-7.” 

The Dutch position to seek an alternative 
site is believed to be supported by several 
other EEC nations, including Spain, Belgium. 


Luxembourg, Denmark, Greece and Por- 
tugal. 

Other proposed sites for the bank within 
the EEC include Copenhagen, Brussels and 
Luxembourg. 

EEC leaders were to meet separately prior 
to the larger meeting to try to resolve their 
differences. 

In addition to the 40 nations, the bank's 
founding/ shareholders will include two 
international organisations, the European 
Commission and the European Investment 
Bank. A ceremony to launch the bank is 
scheduled for May 31 in Paris. 

A number of other issues have been 
resolved in recent months, including the div- 
isrie question of the Soviet Union's participa- 
tion and the role of the bank in public works as 
well as private enterprises.

Key industries 
set to recover 

A MAJORITY of key Korean 
industries, such as shipbuilding, 
electric and electronics and 
automobiles, are expected to 
regain strength in the second 
quarter of this year, a leading 
Korean economic organisation 
forecast May 4. 

In its quarterly economic 
outlook report, the Korea 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry said that shipbuilding 
production in the April-June 
period of this year is expected to 
reach around 1 .2 million tonnes, 
nearly two times that of the same 
period a year ago. 

Shipbuilding exported for the 
quarter will amount to S 550 
million, up about 74 per cent 
from the year ago level, the 
K OCJ report .said. 

1 n the first quarter of this year, 
the report said, the Korean ship- 
building industry, riding a global 
shipbuilding boom and aided by 
stabilised labour management 
relations, obtained a quarterly 
record high of around 2.4 million 
tonnes in new orders. 

The backlog of shipbuilding 
orders at the end of March stood 
at a record high of 7.8 million 
tonnes, an increase of 31 percent 
from the end of 1989, the report 
said. 

The domestic shipbuilding 
industry is expected to continue 
to be busy for the next few years 
because of a global shipbuilding 
boom which the KOCI forecast 
will extend to the mid-1990s, the 
report said. 

Korea's shipbuilding industry 
is expected to overshoot iis 
export goal this year set at 
US$1.7 billion, it said.

Gasoline prices 
continue to rise 


NEW YORK, May 19. (UP1): US gasoline prices 
rose for the fifth straight day with invenioriesdeclm- 
ing and refineries apparently reluming to produc- 
tion at a slower- ihan-normal rate from annual 
maintenance “turnarounds.” 

The gasoline surge was again held down by the 
weakness of the crude market, a patient that charac- 
terised the market for most of the week. 

On the New York Mercantile Exchange, June 
delivery unleaded gasoline gained 0.22 cent on the 
day and 2.55 cents on the week to 64.43 cents a 
gallon after trading as high as 65.35 cents u gallon. 

The benchmark' West Texas Intermediate crude 
for June deli very dropped another 1 1 cents to $1 S.76 
a bairel on the New York Mercantile Exchange, 
bringing its four-day loss to 95 cents after rising 76 
cents on Monday. 

Trading volume was a light 54,981 estimated 
contracts. 

But, there was a heavy selloff of both crude and 
gasoline in the last 1 5 minutes of trading. 

Refineries are talcing longer than anticipated to 
return from their annual maintenance ’’tur- 


narounds” from healing oil to gasoline production 
“causing gasoline prices to rise dramatically,” said 
Joe Miller of Shearson Lehman Hutton's inter- 
national energy desk in New York. 

The turnarounds “seem to be taking longer than 
normal.” echoed John Uchtblau, president of the 
Petroleum Industry Research Foundation. 

“I don't know what else it could be,” Lichtblau 
said, that would cause US gasoline inventories to be 
much lower than this time last year. 

The oil industry's American Petroleum Institute 
reported Tuesday that gasoline supplies last week 
were 9.3 million barrels less than this lime last year 
even though crude stocks were 31 million barrels 
higher. 

The disparity comes as the nation is approaching 
the Memorial Day holiday, the annual starting gun 
for the summer driving season and increasing 
demand for gasoline. 

Lichtblau noted that some of the nation’s largest 
refineries were severely damaged in December 
freeze and it may be taking longer than usual to get 
them in shape for gasoline production.

Confidence on the wane 

RIODEJANEiRO.May 19, (Reuter): Question: Howmuchdid 
prices rise in Brazil last month? 

Answer: Between 1 .70 per cent and 44.80 per cent, depending 
on whom you believe. 

Calculating inflation in Brazil, a country repeatedly battered 
by hyperinflation, is an art rather than a science. 

President Fernando Collor de Mello's government announced 
after Laking office in March that it would no longer officially 
recognise any inflation index. 

“The government wanted to avoid having to index wages with 
prices, one of the main causes of inflation in the past,” Rio-based 
economist Ed man Bacba said. 

C .Since then Brazil has had a free market in inflation figures, 
with more than-a dozen choices. 

“The one thing there's no shortage of in Brazil is inflation 
figures,’ 1 the newspaper Journal Do Brasil commented yester- 
day. 

Collor has staked his credibility on choking off inflation, 
which was nearing an annual 5.000 percent when he took office. 

So it came as no surprise that after first claiming that April 
inflation was zero, be plumped for a figure at the lower end of the 
range, 34.29 per cent. 

Employers, obliged until Thursday to index wages by the 
government-approved figure, breathed a huge sigh of relief. 

Unions were less happy. They pointed out that the respected 
Brazilian Geography and Statistics Institute had released an 
April inflation figure of 44.80 per cent. 

Although its figure is not strictly comparable — it reflects price 
rises from mid-month to mid-month — it was still billed as an 
‘April* figure. 

A typical mid-range number was the INPC index, used as the 
official inflation indicator between 1986 and 1987. It showed 
price rises of 14.67 per cent for calendar April. 

For most Brazilians, a more reliable indicator of the way prices 
are heading is the worth of Brazil's latest currency, the two- 
month-old cruzeiro. 

When Collor announced on March 16 the drastic anti-infla- 
tion package that launched the cruzeiro — Brazil's fourth 
currency in four years — the black market dollar crashed from 80 
to 35 cruzeiros ovemighL 


Oil markets oversupplied 

LONDON, May 1 8. (Reuter): Mediterranean and Rotterdam spot markets are 
slid awash with sour sulphurous crudes, and it is Iranian oil that is the main 
culprit, European oil traders said. 

■ "The market is basically massively over-supplied,” said one trader. Rotter- 
dam storage fa cil ities were so full that sellers were having severe difficulties 
moving material, be said. 

Another trader said that supply overhang was worse in the Mediterranean 
where Iranian material laces stiff competition from Urals, the Soviet export 
blend. 

“The Med situation is stDl more difficult than the north.” the trader said. 

A flotilla of Iranian cargoes ani ring on the European spot market was widely 
seen as triggering April ’scoDapse in world oil prices, forcing Opec to convene an 
emergency meeting in Geneva in early May. 

' Opec agreed on an outpur cut of 1.445 million harrete per day. 

But Iranian heavy prices have shown few signs or recovering from recent lows. 
On a delivered Mediterranean basis, the grade fetches a discount of about S2.60 
to 2.70 a barrel to North Sea Brent crude and in Rotterdam is around JO cents 
higher. 

Ir anian light is assessed at a premium of around 90 cts to the heavy grade. 

As recently as March, Iranian heavy was assessed around S2 below dated 
Brent. 

Reasonable buying of Iranian material in the last two weeks has .helped to 
mop up some of the excess — some 10 cargoes have been reported traded — but 
oversupply persists.

Romania faces economic shock 


An official accompanying the 
Iranian minister's 70-member

TIMISOARA, Romania, May 19, (Reuter): Any 
honeymoon between the ruling National Salvation 
Front and the people will end after tomorrow's 
elections when Romania has to try to rebuild its 
devastated economy, according lo a senior NSF 
official. 

“Whoever wants to come to power these days in 
Romania must be a suicidal maniac,” said Nicolae 
Dumitru, an NSF vice-president and close aide to 
interim President Ion Uiescu. 


“There wiH be great shock as people start r ealising 
that what they demand in terms of living standards 
will have to be paid for by really hard work.” 

Referring to the need to streamline production 
costs and cut unnecessary administration, he said: 
“Inflation is bound to rise and about one-third of 
the active population faces the dangers of unem- 
ployment.” 

Dumitru said democracy won after the overthrow 
of communist dictator Nicolae Ceausescu last 
December would have to be paid for with discipline 
and hardship if Romania was to reach a European 
level of competence. 

“Romanians have learned how to fight against 
totalitarianism. Now they will have to learn how to 
work even when the boss is not there to watch 
them.” he said.

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An official opinion poll published today forecast 
that the National Salvation Front would win 70 per 
cent of the votes for a two-chamber parliament and 
Iliescu would win a three-way race for president by a 
sunilar margin . 

The left-of-centre party says it win create a mixed 
economy with foreign investment while keeping a 
strong slate sector as a cushion against all-out 
capitalism. 

But Dumitru, a sociologist and NSF parliamen- 
tary candidate, said any government would face the 
same problems in shifting Romania from a rigidly 
centralised to a market-oriented economy. 

Since coming to power Iasi December, the NSF 
has given pay rises to most workers, reduced work- 
ing time and improved food supplies. 


But Dumitru said no government could protect 
the country from the shock of touch outside com- 


petition which would be bound to have serious 
domestic repercussions. 

“Any investor, domestic or foreign, who puts his 
money intoa business will be extremely conscious of 


every salary to pay and what it brings,” he said. 

But he said he hoped democracy would bring a 
new working mentality with more personal 
initiative and self-discipline. 


Many quitting Japanese firms to join foreign- owned businesses 


TOKYO, May 19. (AP): Young executives have 
begun job-hunting in this land of company loyal- 
ists. 


Turnover among young employees in Japan has 
grown to 15 per cent, more than double the 7.3 per 


cent of 1979. the Labour Ministry said. A govern- 
ment survey of 6,000 employees at major corpora- 
tions found more than one-fifth hoped to change 
job®. 

Increasingly, many are quitting Japanese com- 
panies to join foreign-owned businesses. At least 
370,000 Japanese now work for foreign companies, 
according to Labour Ministry figures. 

An example is YasuUka Izumura, a graduate of 
Japan's leading university who has a master's 
deg r ee in business administration from one of the 
most respected US universities. At 35, he is a senior 
analyst with the Goldman Sachs investment house. 

Like many others. Izumura made the switch 

because of overseas experience. 

Id 1983, he was working for Daiwa Securities 
Co., which sent him to the Wharton School at the 
University of Pennsylvania for an MBA. 

He had joined Japan’s second-largest brokerage 
four years earlier, after graduating from the 
University of Tokyo law school. 

At Wharton, be became comfortable with foreig- 
ners. “The real culture shock was when I came bade 
from the US to Japan.” he said in an interview. 

Izumura was disappointed when Daiwa did not 
use his new skills, and he even suspected that his 
absence took him out of the line for promotion toa 
position of authority after 20 to 30 years. 

“The Japanese system of promotion is so com- 
plicated," he said. 

Izumura joined the Smith Barney brokerage in 
1 9S7 as an analyst in the Tokyo branch, ami moved 


to Goldman Sachsa link more than two years later. 

Robert Collins of Boydcn International, an 
executive search firm, said: “There's a ‘seize the 
opportunity' mentality among young Japanese 
now. These guys are starting to think of ‘my career' 
instead of ‘my company’.” 

Big Japanese companies are gradually moving 
away from the lifetime employment system, but 
have not yet opened their doors to many executives 
in mid-career. That gives foreign companies the 
dunce to woo native taknt to positions as high as 
president of a Japanese subsidiary. 

Japanese make up one-third of the voting 
representatives of member companies in the 
American Chamber of Commerce in Japan, said 
William E. Franklin, dumber president. 


“Dearly, there’s a trend for American compan- 
ies to p«tin Japanese as top executives” of Japanese 
subsidiaries, he said. 

Among the companies that have done so are 
IBM. Kellogg's, McDonald’s, Mobil Oil and W. R. 
Grace. 


Foreign businesses do not guarantee lifetime 
employment, but “if the company pulls tack in 


employment, but “it uie company puns wot m 
Tokyo, there’s a job m Sydney or London or New 
York" Collins said. “That’s their security.” 
Working for foreigners also on be glamorous. 


After 20 years of promoting British exports to 
Japan. Kazwchi Kocho was made a Member of the 
British Empire last year, an honour proudly 
imprinted on his business card. 

Izumura insists salary was not ha primary 
motivation in changing jobs.

ability.” 

He acknowledges that, having moved to a 
foreign company. “I’m handicapped. In my busi- 
ness ... relationships are the most important 
thug." 

Since Daiwa’sinstiruitoaal relationship in Japan 
are “quite naturally" much stronger than those of 
Goldman Sachs, Izumura now must rely more on 
personal contacts. 

The primacy of relationships in Japanese busi- 
ness is one reason foreign companies want Japanese 
employees. Even foreigners who master the lan- 
guage cannot hope to match a native for contacts. 

Japanese often make lifelong friendships in their 
school years. For graduates of elite universities, 
those friends form a network that runs through 
government and business. 

“If you get a fully qualified Japanese, he will do a 
better job than a similarly qualified American." 
Franklin said. 

Franklin, also president of Weyerhauser Far 
y j w yij-H , said his company's No. 2 executive 
and all division heads were Japanese. 

CoDms said the high cost ofkeepmg an expatriate 
executive in Tokyo was causing many sm alle r com- 
panies to hire entirely Japanese staffs. Western- 
style bousing in downtown Tokyo can cost 510.000 
a month, he said, and offering generous pay to a 
Japanese manager is more economical.

measures aimed at meeting the government's 1990 
budgetdeficii target of about 133 trillion lire(Sl 10 
billion). 

Most analysts had been forecasting a one-half 
point rate cut. 

“A one point cut is a clear signal by (monetary) 
authorities to try and bring Italian rates more into 
tine with other countries,” said Yirginio T avecchio, 
president of the Italian Forex Association. * 

The treasury said the cut was aimed at easing the 
tension in the European Monetary System (EMS) 
caused by the lira's strength and to reduce the 
difference between ItaUan interest rates and those hi 
other major industrialised countries.

ROTTERDAM. Netherlands, (Reuter): Fifty 
years after it was flattened by a German bomb- 
mg raid, Rotterdam has become a showcase of 
modem architecture and a powerhouse of the 
Dutch economy — due largely to close trade lies 
with West Germany. 

The lasting impact of the bombardment on 
May 14, 1940, is clear in the city's skyline which 
defies the picture postcard image of narrow 
canals, humpback, bridges and gabled buildings 
fostered elsewhere in the Netherlands. 

Rotterdam's hallmar k is uncompromisingly 
modern office blocks and wide, windy streets. It 
is a cityscape which many see as soulless and 
over the last 10 years planners have been work- 
ing to try to soften its image. 

The shock of that May lunchtime 50 years 
ago is still in the minds of the city's older 
population. 

“Since May 10 we knew it was war but 
nobody expected a thing like that,” said Adri 
Overwater, who was 16 at the time. 

“The south part of the city was taken by the 
Germans and the north part with the city centre 
was defended by the marines. We expected the 
fighting would go on — but then we heard the 
bombs drop," be said. 

Blanket bombing of civilian targets wasa new 
concept in warfare and the city was ill-prepared 
with air-raid shelters. 

“I remember driving across the burning city. 
There was a lot of smoke and huge damage. 
There was glass all over the streets and 
everybody was hurrying to leave their home, 
taking what they could with them," Overwater 
said. 

The fires bunted for four days. The entire city 
centre was'ffi3tro$fed, about 1,000 people died 
and 80.000 were left homeless. The old, narrow, 
bustimg streets were gone foreover. 

The residents of Covenoy in the English 
Midlands and the German city of Dresden, also 
devastated in World War Two bombing raids, 
derided to try to recreate at least some of what 
went before. But Rotterdam opted to start 
again from scratch. 

It was not an easy decision, and the 
arguments over whether the right course was 
taken stingo on. 


old city back," recalled professor Samuel van 
Erabden, number two m the city's planning 
department after the war. 

“The very first plans, drawn up even wlule the 
city was smouldering, called for chis. 

"But it wasn't possible to bring the old feeling 
of the town back — there wasn't much money 
and you couldn't have recreated the mix of old 
building styles that went before. The result 
would have been uniform and dull” he said. 

Instead, the so-called Basic Plan 1946 laid out 
the city on modern lines, banishing virtually all 
residential areas from the centre. Rubble was

The aim was to open up the town, connecting 
it with the river anti the port. Van Embden said. 

In the year that followed, the port of Rotter- 
dam grew to become the world’s largest, fuelled 
by traffic to and from post-war Germany. Tbe 
port handles more German imports and exports 
than any harbour in West Germany. 

In total, nearly 300 million tonnes of cargo 
from ail over the world cross its quays which 
sprawl for 40 (25 miles) from the city itself. 

Banks and insurance companies have been 
drawn to Europe's transport hub and new skys- 
crapers are shooting up. 

The profile of city's working population is 
changing, as a resuh, with office workers begin- 
ning to dominate as fewer dockworkers are 
needed in the increasingly automated port. 


Rotterdam still pridu itself as being a work- 
ing city, in contrast to “frivolous” Amsterdam, 
but- the last ten years have, seen a growing 
* demand for more life in the city centre. 

It is slowly starting to happen. New apart- 
ment blocks, catering for the city's young 
professional classes, are springing up and there 
is more entertainment on offer. A new city 
theatre opened last year. 

But, for some, tbe damage of 50 years ago is 
irreversible. 

Tt lost its character when the Germans bom- 
bed it. I do not appreciate the way it has been 
rebuilt — - it’s too modern For me,” said Over- 
water.

As a new series of tbe top cop show, hits the world’s screens, actor 
Telly Savalas (above) tells his darkest secret, as a kid on New 
York’s mean streets, he stole everything from a ring in Woolwor- 
tftstoa huge sled from Macey’s department store. He admits: “I 
was on the wrong side of tbe law 99 per cent of the time.” 


LOLLIPOP savouring Kojak — the world's 
most famous TV cop — is keeping a secret 
close to his barrel chest while a new series hits 
the world's screens. As he is feted by police in 
every country he visits, actor Telly Savalas is 
careful never to tell them of his "criminal 
past.” 

For tearaway young Aristotle Savalas was 
only too well known to the cops who patrolled 
the mean New York streets where he grew up. 

Telly, his celebrated bald spot shining, ear- 
nestly confided “As a lad 1 was on the wrong 
Side of the law 99 per cent of the time. I would 
for example, go to F.W. Woolworth's store 
and steal a ring or something worth 12 cents.” 

“Or perhaps I would go to Maceys, the big 
department place, at Christmas-time. Once I 
picked upasied there that was bigger than me. 
A policeman stopped me and asked "where 
are you goin’? “what are you doin' with that 
sled?” 

“I said Santa Claus gave it to me? after all 
you'JJ try anything when you'r a lad, but the 
cop took the sled off me anyway.” 

Telly now aged a respectable 65 years, went 
on “Then f grew up and realised there was no 
percentage m this sort of behaviour. I realised 
that ed ucation was really the key to life.. . and 1 
have my Pop and Mom to thank for finding 
that out. 

“7 grasped that school was the way forward 
unless of course I wanted to wash windows or 
keep stealing at Maceys for the zest of my 
life.” 

“Because of the guidance of my parents — 
Christina and Nicholas I didn't wind up in 
Sing Sing jail. But that is sure where some of 
my street contemporaries ended up, some- 
where along the line.” 

“The Savalas’ in New Y ork were lucky . The 
other kids had parents who failed them, the 
guidance wasn't there. But I had a‘ mother 
who was an artist and a father who loved us. 
They always showed us kids the way.” 

Telly has made 5 self contained TV movies 
for the new series, showing an ageing and 
more thoughtful Police Inspector Tbeo 
Kojak. He said. “Age has bought a kind of 
mellowness to Kojak. He’s less physical and 
morecerebal.” 

Telly's sharp though kindly character is 
based on the neighbourhood policemen ofhis 
childhood. He recalled “Kojak’s a pretty fair 
cop. He's the sort of guy who uses razzle 
dazzle instead ofhis fists.” 

“Kojak will tap into the psychology of the 
neighbourhood rather than pull a gun. He 
uses the violence ofbeing tough as a last rather 
than a first resort.” 


Telly, sipping a cocktail with his third wife 
Julie and grown up daughter Christina, went 
on: “I was born and raised on the streets of 
New York. Of course I cameintocontact with 
the local cops asa kid. So it is easy forme to 
portray a policeman like them.” 

“I based Kojak on the sort of guy who 
would be a neighbourhood cop in our area. 
When I was little, we looked on the policeman 
as saviours. They were the rulers of the place.” 


Burly Telly is nothing if not physical — 
from here to paternity. He said: “I guess my

He said: “Those cops were 
mostly Irish. The old story ofNew York was,” 
the Italians built it, the Irish ran it and the 
Jews own it’.” 

“The area in which I grew up was poor in 


money but rich in so many other ways. For 
example, it was rich in closeness and in the 
neighbourhood sticking together.” 


“Unfortunately, things like this have pas- 
sed us by. Now these neighbourhoods have 
got the world, they have become dangerous 
places to live. Hopefully — and I pray this — 
aU tins will change. I abhore street violence.”

“And law enforcement agencies all over the 
world identify with Kojak and love him. 1 
visited them everywhere — Scotland Yard 
and — My God — into a remote part of 
Japan. They all say: ‘At last we have an honest 
portrayal of what a policeman really does.’ ” 
Telly is careful never to give an expert view 
on how the petty thieves in the series measure 
up to reality.

Ennle 
urging the government to 
“activate the mothballed Bataan 
Nuclear Power Plant (BNPP) in 
Morong, Bataan despite the risks 
posed by deadly radiation in case 
of a nuclear ind icenL” 

As the fourth anniversary of 

Chernobyl on April 26 neared, I 
supposed, it was good a time to 
revisit thequestion of the nnclear 
plant. 

1 am all for objecting the mat- 
ter to the political process, con- 
fident that we can defend the 
position not to gamble with the 
safety of our people. 

I have been a student of the 
problem since January, 1978. 
When I was in the Cabinet, I 
headed the committee on the 
plant. I now chair the Senate Ad 
Hoc Committee on it. 

The government's decision to 
mothball the BNPP was, first 
and foremost, based on safety 
concerns. President Cory has 
stated that she is not willing to 
gamble with the safety of our 
people. The policy derision not 
to operate a nuclear plant with 
serious unresolved safety ques- 
tions Is a responsible one. 

Even the Supreme Court dur- 
ing the time of Marcos recogn- 
ised serious concerns about the 
safety of the plant and prohibited 
the then Philippine Atomic 
Research Energy Commission 
(PAEC) from issuing an operat- 
ing license. 

Rafael Recto has been an 
eloquent critic of it. He studied 
the matter. He is ever ready to 
defend the Marcos record, but 
even he draws the line here. 

Scientific reports have 


validated our serious unresolved 
safety concerns, e.g.. a prelimin- 
ary technical audit of inter- 
national experts in 1988, con fir- 
med the existence of grave safety 
and technical deficiencies in the 
plant.

and talking to them.” 

Right now, Katrina works at 
the Tamale Development Corp 
which she said is an extension of 
her work as a developer in San 
Francisco. As is also expected of 
her, she is vicepresident of mark- 
eting at the Silahis International 
Hotel which, she says, is also and 
extension of whatsbe's learned in 
college. Here at the hold, she 
monitors the performance of the 
sales manager and the public 
relations office which are two 
Separate functions. With the PR 
^office, she- oversees everything 
from placement to budget to 
campaigns and promotions. For 
the sales department, it's mostly 
strategy which entails setting tar- 
gets and defining the market 
sales that they choose. 

When we first interviewed 
Katrina for a cover story of a 
magazine we were previously 
working for, she was a senior 
student at tbe Poveda Learning 
School. One of tbe brightest in 
her class, she bad a penchant for 
photograph which is still her 
interest until now along with 
being an excellent equestrienne. 

She had a one-woman exhibit 
of her photographs at Puerto 
Azul and more than half of her 
collections were sold. What was 
intriguing about her pictures 
were the captions.

An excellent equestrienne, 
Katrina was chosen Rider of the 
year by the Manila Polo Gub for 
being one of the five riders who 
came up with a perfect score in 
the jumping test She was than in 
hign school. She scored a total of 
** 114 points to round up the 
Filipino team during category at 
the annual horseshow of the 
club, she won the Class B hon- 
ours. Naturally, Katrina has her 
own horse now and rides m 
Alabang. 

When not busy with her twin- 
jobs, she reads a lot of good 
literature, listens to operas, does 
workouts and is now learning to 
play golf. She does not socialize, 
(hough, for she’d rather read or 
ride her horse. 

What about her love life?

Similar experiences in the 
United States can perhaps illus- 
trate the problems. Three billions 
were spent to upgrade and repair 
the Comanche Peak and Zimmer 
plants but they have never been 
operated either. 

Unitl a similar full-blown 
study of the PNPP is completed, 
there is really no way for us to 
urge responsibly its operation. 
But, this much we have deter- 
mined. The defects in design and 
construction, found by the inter- 
national panel in its preliminary 
audit, would not permit the 
BNPP, in its present condition, 
to be licensed in any country with 
nuclear power plants. 

If our figures are correct, it 
may be more prudent for us to 
allocate our scarce resources to 
cheaper alternative sources of 
energy, given the many compet- 
ing claims on our resources. TOe 
National Power Corporation 
has alternative plans. 

Let us wait for our cases to be 


resolved, where, safety precisely 
is an issue. Why rush the matter 
on tbe eve of the trial and 
decision? Here is one question, 
where to the extent possible, our 
differences should end at the 
water’s edge, consistently with 
truth and justice. We must speak 
with one voice against a powerful 
multinational engaging in sharp 
practices, such as bribery in 
Egypt, complete with a num- 
bered account in Switzerland, 
and price-fixing and reneging 
unilaterally on a uranium con- 
tract in the US. 

We have never been opposed 
to nuclear power, per se, as a 
matter of policy. We are, 
however, against this defective 
plant which poses serious safety 
threats to our people. 

The prejudice against nuclear 
power that the Bataan plant has 
created has not helped; that hid- 
den cost in unquantifiable. 

A nuclear plant has a limited 
life span. Estimates of the cost of 


Recommissioning a single 
modern power station range 
from S90m to 53 billion; and the 
technology to do so is untested. 

And what of midear waste? 
Recently, in the United States, 
several states were embroiled in 
controversy regarding where to 
dispose nuclear waste. Ex-Sen- 
ator Chic Hecht, concerned 
about federal plans to bury 
nuclear waste in his state of 
Nevada, vowed to oppose the 
project to make it a “nuclear sup- 
pository.” (No wonder be had 
problems getting confirmed as 
ambassador.) The site could also 
cost billions of dollars to con- 
struct. 

Where indeed do we put the 
waste that would be radioactive 
for hundreds, if not thousands or 
millions of years? Now, who 
among us would volunteer his or 
her province to be the depository 
of nudear waste? Who. would 
offer his region as the site of the 
place where the waste would be 
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buried? The. NIMBY syndic^- 
iscalching: Not IsMy Backyards

Cosmetic surgery: a miracle or nightmare

COSMETIC surgeons are really artists at 
heart but haw been frustrated, becauseof 
results that are always something less than 
perfect. 

With a 90 per cent success rate aesth- 
etically and physiologically on the five 
most commonly done procedures, patients 
consider coming to a cosmetic surgeon's 
office synonymous to entering a beauty 
shop. 

The 5 most common procedures are: 

1 . Rhinoplasty or Nosclifling 

2. Biepharaplasty 

a. Upper Biepharaplasty or eye luck, deep 
setting or double eye slit (among Chin- 
ese) 

b. Lower Biepharaplasty or eye bag 
removal 

3. Manunoplasty or breastlifting 


4. Plytidectomy (Face lifting) 

5. Chin and Check dimples 

Years back, the above procedures are 
exclusive secrets of the rich and famous, 
but not anymore as a result of high success 
rate, affordability and acceptability by our 
society. 

However, it is the author's opinion that 
this field (cosmetic surgery) should not 
open the door to anyone. It is necessary 
that the prospective narienl should be 
thoroughly interviewed before any one of 
the above procedures should be done. 

Candidates for cosmetic surgery should 
be psychologically prepared. He or she 
must understand his or her motivation for 
undergoing an operation. He or she must 
be ready for looking worse before looking 
good, or he'll be having nightmares- ins- 


tead of mirades. 

Right Motivation. To my mind this is tbe 
most important thing to dig from tbe 
patient. If a patient says she is seeking 
cosmetic surgery procedure for self 
improvement, then, by all mcansdo onton 
him.

U.S.A.. he worked for the 
New York international PR firm 
of Curtis J. Hoxter from 1969 to 
1976, rising to the post of vice- 
president, the first Filipino to fill 
such a high-level position in the 
PR industry in tite US.

BUTUAN CITY: The reginal 
trial court (RTC) in Cagayan 
de Oro City has sentenced a 
former Agusan mayor and his 
driver- to life imprisonment 
for the murder of a business 
rival. 

In a S6-pagc decision. 
President Judge Alfredo J. 
Langamon sentenced to life 
imprisonment Tranquilino 
Calo J r, former mayor of Car- 
men, Agusan del Norte, and 
his driver, Bellarmino 
Allocod. 

Judge Lagamon said that 
Calo and Allocod were co- 
principals and “the act of one 
conspirator were charged 
with killing former Agusan 
del Norte board member and 
former Nasipit mayor 
Mariano Corvera Sr on 
March 10. 1988. 

According to the court 
decision. Corvera was shot 
dead in the courtroom of 
RTC branch II by Pablo 
Macapas, personal 

bodyguard of Calo who is still 
at large. 

The RTC branch II was 
then hearing the case of Calo 
and Corvera who were fight- 
ing for control of the arrestre 
stevedoring service in 
Nasipit. 

Lagamon said that cons- 
piracy was directly establi- 
shed and that the prosecution 
presented air-tight evidence 
that Calo tended a gun to 
Macapas when the RTC 
court branch II session 
adjourned on March 10. 1988 
in the morning. The car of 
Calo was also used by 
Macapas as the getaway vehi- 
cle, the court said. 

The witnesses and the 
evidence against Calo and 
Allocod established the 
element of premeditation. 
The court sentenced both 
accused to suffer the penalty 
of reclusion perpetua. 

Calo and Allocod were also 
ordered to indemnify the heirs 
of Corvera in the amount of 
PU million. 

The counsel of Calo said he 
will file a motion for recon- 
sideration of the decision.

MANILA: A bill was filed in 
Congress that seeks to 

provide greater autonomy for 
barangays by establishing a 

barangay development fund 
which serves the common 
welfare of all barangays in the 

counLry. 

Authored by Speaker 
Ramon V. Mitra Jr, Reps- 
Victor F. Ortega. Jose D. 
Aspires, Speaker Pro Tem- 
pore Antonio J. Cuenco and 
Ronaldo Andaya and 
copaurhot by 132 congress- 
men, House bill 29920 will 
benefit the nation’s more than 
42,000 barangays. 

Tbe bill provides that an 
annual amount of PI 00,000 
will be given to each barangay 
m the country. Its leaders, 
through the barangay coun- 
cil. will disburse the amount 
through projects that best 
serve the collective interest of 
the people. 

Ortega and Aspiras ol the 
first and second district of La 
Union, respectively, and said 
the fund would be used 
exclusively to finance priority 
development projects in each 
barangay. They said a 
problem in each barangay is 
distinct from the others; 
hence, the bill would do jus- 
tice to the barangay’s cause 
and welfare besides comply- 
ing with the constitutional 
mandate of streamlmign local 
government autonomy. 

If approved, the measure 
will mean far-reaching 
effects, including income gen- 
eration, as the project will be 
done by the people themselves 
in the area and spur greater 
economic activity in the coun- 
tryside, Ortega and Aspiras 
added.

QUEZON CITY: A city hall 
official exposed a “land syn- 
dicate" operating in several 
barangays in Quezon City. 

QC senior executive assis- 
tant Sonny Bernardo said the 
group deprives hundreds of 
poor families from acquiring 
lots by using fake land titles 
and selling prime lands to 
influential or rich people. 

Bernardo said the faking of 
land titles is rampant in 
^. barangays Pay.atas, Hqly„, 
Spirit, and Batasan Hi Us. 

He added that the modus 

operand! of the group leads to 
doubling of titles of prime lots 
•tying sold in the city. This 
covers sizeable portions of 
lands intended for housing 
development for low- and 
middle-income families. 

The QC official also 
blamed the delay in the 
implementation of several 
development projects in the 
dty on the group. 

The city government has 
projected that some 27,000 
families from squatters areas 
would benefit from the gover- 
nment’s housing and land 
development projects by 
1992. 

City hall officials added 
that the activities of the 
group, which have remained 
unchecked, have adversely 
affected the selling of lands by 
private land developers to 
prospective buyers. The 
group, they said, has goons to 
drive away lot owners front 
the dty.

MANILA: Nichimen Corp 
through its allied company, 
Columbia Motors Philip- 
pines, questioned the bidding 
methods of National Irriga- 
tion Administration. 

Nichimen and Columbia 
both representing Nissan, 
said that Nichimen, represen- 
ting Nissan Diesel Motor Co. 
Ltd, one of the most pres- 
tigious truck and tractor 
manufactures in the world, 
submitted the lowest bid price 
with be sealed bids opened 
last Sept 19. The bid was for 
the truck requirement of 
N1A. 

A Columbia Motors spok- 
esman said that Nichimen 
submitted the lowest bid, 
beating Tierra Factors Corp. 
representing Kenworth ofthe 
US, by around PI million 
(using the peso -dollar conver- 
sion rate at that time). 

The spokeman said that 
when Nissan won the bid, the 
prequalification bids and 
awards committee of NIA 
insisted that Nissan must sub- 
mit documentations showing 
that the load on the fifth wheel 
should be minimum of 1 5.500 
kilogrammes. 

Nissan dutifully submitted 
the aforesaid documents but 
to its surprise, the awards 
committee opted to award the 
bid to the second lowest bid- 


The spokesman said that 
Tierra Factors does not have 
an authority to bid and it was 
in fact the second to the lowest 
bidder to that of Nissan.

“We need a more experien- 
ced leader like Romulo 
Lumauig who ran work with 
his brother, Gualberio, in the 
newly created region to serve 
our people," said Aristotle 
Homecgoy. a native of 
Aguinaldo town in Ifugao 
and student at the University 
of Sto. Tomas. 

Romulo Lumauig was elec- 
ted congressman of Ifugao in 
1969. His brother. Gualberio, 
is the current congressman 

representing fugao. 

MANILA: Sen. John H. 
Osmena has stressed tbe need 
for a “true conciliator” like 
his late grandfather, former 
President Sergio Osmena Sr, 
in country that “cries out for 
reconciliation not conflict, 
for sacrifice not selfish 
interest.” 

Osmena drew attention to

Kenya’s hotels, 
lodges, handicraft and jewellery 
shops have been cashing in on an 
upsurge of foreign visitors at the 
beginning of the rainy season 
when tourists are few' and far bet- 
ween.

There was no shortage of fans 
even in the remotest of areas and 
many helped to push lhe cars out 
of mud.

Rally driver Philip Kyriazy was 
robbed when his Toyota Corolla 
got stuck in mud at Mucha rage 
village. A group of men who 
offered to help, slightly injured 
him when he tried to confront 
them, before disappearing into 
the bush with the booty. 

In another incident a 41 -year- 
old woman leapt into the path of a 
speeding rally chase car on its way 
to Eldorct in a bid to commit 
suicide. She was saved by a by- 
stander. 

Despiie such incidents there 
were few complaints from the 
citizenry. One exception were 
clergymen some or whom lost 
their flock on Good Friday. The 
rally is organised to coincide with 
Easter holidays and the carnival 
like atmosphere that develops 
along the village roads where the 


rally cars are scheduled to pass 
proved too tempting for some of 
ihc faithful.

Canon Gedion Ireri. the 
Provost of St Paul's Cathedral in 
Embu appealed lo ihe Kenyan 
government to change the timing 
of th: rally “to avoid interference 
with Christian religious festivities 
during the Easter season.'*

is fun for spectators, it makes a 
quick buck for ihe hoteliers and 
brings thrill io the drivers. But 
because il is a kind of event that 
has brought together people that 
would have otherwise probably 
never mei: because it has merged 
the big bucks from a Western mul- 
tinational with the stunning 
beauty of the Kenyan landscape, 
the hardships experienced by 
drivers with volunteer workers' 
enthusiasm, and because drivers, 
commentators and spectators all 
vowed to return. 

Rather than think how to dow- 
ngrade the Safari Rally those con- 
cerned should seek to organise 
more of these events.

Napoli, AC 
Milan and Intcmazionale regularly 
draw crowds of 60,000 on Sundays. 

“It’s hardly surprising that bigger 
and bigger investments are bang 
made in soccer. I’m sure the dubs 
know what they are doing/’ Italian 
Soccer Federation chief Antonio 
Matarrese commented after the Bag- 
gio deal. 

Agnelli’s Juventus is estimated to 
have spent about 74 billion Hre (559 
million) on buying new players since 
1987, including unhappy Wels hman I 
(an Rush who quickly returned to 
Liverpool, Rui Banos of Portugal ; 
and Soviet pair Alexander Zavarov 
and Sergei Aleinikov. 

But the investment failed to payoff 
until the end of this season when the 
dub scooped the Uefa and Italian 
Caps after five barren years. 

Berlusconi, who rescued Milan 
from bankruptcy in 1986. spent a 
similar amount buying Gullit, Van 
Basten and fellow Dutchman Frank 
Rjjkaard and creating the longest 
bench in Italy, with 22 top-class 
players. 

He has been rewarded not only 
with the League and European titles 
but also with the World Gub titleand 
the Super Cup. Milan, runners up in 
the League this season, defend their 
European Cup against Benfica in the 
final on Wednesday. 

Italian sports papers said Agnelli, 
determined to wrest back his 
supremacy, set aside a further 60 
trillion lire ($48 million) to bring the 
best talent available to juventus for 
next season. 

Whether the investment in Baggio 
will pay off remains to be seen.
